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ways you will not be able to explain to 
yourself. In its positive mode, this 
power is penetrating; in its negative 
mode it is castrating--both for yourself 
and for others. 

The same power allows people to see 
behind words, or behind the obvious 
forms of matter. Thus among my clients 
there are a psychiatrist with Dark Moon 
conjunct Pluto in XII, and a physicist 
with Dark Moon conjunct Moon in Pisces. 

No introduction to the Dark Moon 
would be complete without at least a 
word on sex. Her position and aspects 
always reveal what kind of sex life we 
need to fulfill ourselves, for She is 
the channel between the psyche and bio- 
logical sex drives, Here again, She is a 
breaker of false images and She requires 
complete lucidity. (If there are any 
doubts about the connection between sex 
and lucidity, consider the biblical 
euphemism ",..and he knew her." The Dark 
Moon makes this expression possible 
because She breaks down everything that 
is not true-to-self while giving one the 
perception of one's intangible self.)

APPENDIX: 
DARK MOON and LILITH 


The point selected as the Dark 
Moon is the outer focus of an intermed- 
jate lunar orbit, so called because it 
is neither the Moon's mean orbit nor its 
fully perturbed instantaneous ellipse, 
but something in between. This can be 
regarded as a smooth orbit with some 
major inequalities. It was chosen mainly 
for empirical astrological reasons--it 
seems to work better in horoscopes than 
alternative Dark Moons which may be just 
as plausible on mathematical grounds. 


The formulas used to locate the 
outer focus are based on the lunar theo- 
ry of Simeon-Denis Poisson (1781-1840), 
which is outdated but useful to us be- 
cause it makes use of the intermediate 
orbit. [*1] This solution can no doubt 
be refined; but technical-minded people 
are warned that any refinements should 
take into account the experience and 
intuition of practitioners. 

The tables given here should be 
adequate for the purpose of doing natal 
horoscopes for the 20th century. How- 
ever, formulas are given as well. 

One must first know the longitude 
of the mean Dark Moon, DM(m), given by 


154.329556° + 0.1114040567°d 
- 0.00077385°D2 - 0.0000002572°D? 


where d is in days since Noon E.T. on 
3lst December 1899 and D is in units of 
10,000 days from the same date. One then 
adds to this the periodic inequality 


8.64433°sin(2a) - 0.65209°sin(4a) +... 


where a = SO - DM(m) and the trailing 
dots represent negligible terms. 

Strictly speaking SO should be the 
mean longitude of the Sun, but the true 
longitude from an ephemeris should be 
adequate. 


TO FIND THE MEAN DARK MOON 


To find the Dark Moon's mean long- 
itude on a given date start with the

TO FIND THE TRUE DARK MOON 


First find the mean Dark Moon as 
above, then find the longitude of the 
Sun for the same date and time. (Ideally 
the mean, not the apparent, longitude of 
the Sun should be used; however, the 
additional trouble does not seem justi- 
fied since the present table may be 
further refined in the future.) 

Subtract the longitude of the mean 
Dark Moon from the longitude of the Sun. 
With this value (S-DM), enter the Table 
3 and read the corresponding inequality 
in degrees, minutes and tenths of a 
minute. Interpolation may be used when 
S-DM is not a whole degree. 

The inequality is positive when S- 
DM is between 0 and 90°, negative when 
it is between 90 and 180°. Inequalities 
repeat themselves after 180°, i.e. the 
inequality for 181° is the same as for 
1° and so on. 


Example 1. To find the true Dark Moon at 
0:00 ET on Ist July 1940. 

The mean Dark Moon was at 2° 9.6! 
Aries, as calculated above, and the Sun 
was at 8°59.7' Cancer. Thus the differ- 
ence SO - DM = 96°50.1'. Since this 
value must be "read upwards" in the 
table, i.e. is between 90 and 180°, the 
inequality is negative. Interpolating 
(in this case upwards) between 96 and 
97° we get an inequality of -2°20.5', 
This value must be applied to the mean 
Dark Moon, thus: 


True Dark Moon = 2° 9.6' - 2920.5! 
= 359°49.6' or 29°49.6' Pisces. 


Example 2. To find the true Dark Moon at 


13:00 ET on 19th October 1987. 


Here the Sun was at 25°36.3' Libra 
and SO ~ DM therefore was equal to 
205°36.3' - 126°49.9' = 78°46.4' . The 
inequality is thus +3°45.7' and 


True Dark Moon = 126°49,9' + 3945.7! 
= 130°35.6' or 10°35.6' Leo. 


Readers will have recognized 19th 
October 1987 as the date of the Black 
Monday when the Dow Jones lost 22.6 
percent in a day. A question comes to 
mind: if the Moon rules Mondays, does 
the Dark Moon rule Black Mondays? For 
what it is worth, the Dark Moon was just 
past a square with Pluto at 9°20! 
Scorpio when Wall Street opened for 
trading that morning. A looser opposi- 
tion prevailed on 28th October 1929--the 
middle of the great 1929 market col- 
lapse--when the Dark Moon was at 12°57! 
Capricorn and Pluto at 19°37' Cancer: 
but then the aspect was still forming. 

The Pluto-Dark Moon synodic period 
is 9 years, 64 days; each conjunction 
occurs on average 13°.33556... beyond

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the previous one. This is curiously 
close to the average distance covered by 
the Moon in a day (13°.17639...). There 
is surely meat here for anyone interest- 
ed in new symbolic directions. 


THE MYSTERY OF "LILITH" 


A great deal of confusion surrounds 
the terms "Dark Moon", "Black Moon" and 
"Lilith", which most people use inter- 
changeably even though they mean quite 
different things by them. For some, 
Lilith is an unseen satellite of the 
Earth, having an ephemeris quite differ- 
ent from the above tables. 

The myth of an invisible satellite 
of our Earth was an involuntary contri- 
bution of the Jesuit astronomer Giovanni 
Battista Riccioli (1598-1671), an emi- 
nent scientist who helped to produce the 
map and nomenclature of the Moon's sur- 
face we still use today. In the middle 
of his career he fell victim to a curi- 
ous technical mischance. He had ordered 
parts for a telescope from the Dutchman 
Christiaan Huygens, the leading optical 
scientist of the time. Upon receiving 
and assembling them he proceeded to 
observe the Moon. He soon noticed a 
small body that reappeared night after 
night. He decided it was a previously 
unknown satellite and eventually pub- 
lished an ephemeris. Riccioli was widely 
admired for his stunning discovery. 
Then, after several years, it was no- 
ticed that an optical defect in the 
telescope produced a false planetary 
image when the lens was pointed at a 
certain angle from the Moon. It trans- 
pired that this phenomenon could account 
for all of Riccioli's observations of 
the "new" moon. Riccioli advised all his 
colleagues of the error, and the ques- 
tion was soon buried in the garbage dump 
of forgotten, once-trendy science. [*2] 


So matters stood for nearly three 
centuries. Then, in the 1920s, a Kab- 
balist, self-proclaimed Grand-Master of 
a Templar Order, and sometime astrologer 
called Robert Ambelain entered the 
scene. In an attic somewhere in southern 
France, Ambelain found an old copy of 
Riccioli's ephemeris. [*3] You guessed 
right! He believed all, checked nothing, 
identified the invisible moon with the 
Lilith of the Kabbala, and produced an 
ephemeris for the 20th century. 

Ambelain's Lilith had little suc- 
cess in France, partly because it had to 
compete with Neroman's more plausible 
and--as it turned out--more useful Dark 
Moon. For some reason, however, it ap- 
pealed to certain American astrologers 
who published a Lilith ephemeris in the 
United States, reproducing Ambelain's 
positions down to the last decimal. 

Since the terms "Dark Moon" and 
"Lilith" are still applied indiscrimin- 
ately to both points, an attempt has 
recently been made by American, Canadian 
and French astrologers to distinguish 
rigorously between them. The term "Dark 
Moon" should be reserved for the outer 
focus of the Moon's orbit, while 
"Lilith" should be reserved for the 
invisible body of Riccioli-Ambelain 
filiation.

The Moon conjunct Jupiter in Can- 
cer, square the Libran Sun, indicates 
the obvious success of this founding. 
Mars and Uranus are in close conjunction 
(1°12') in Sagittarius, opposed by ret- 
rograde Saturn, 

With one exception, there seems no 
obvious relationship between the various 
planetary positions in this Moscow foun- 
dation chart and those at the different 
times on 7-9th November 1917 proposed 
for the birth map of Soviet Russia. 
Should there be? The single exception is 
the 1147-Neptune at 19°13' Scorpio 
square the 1917-Uranus at 19°50' Aquar- 
ius. 

This is not so, however, for the 
30th December 1922 chart of the procla- 
mation of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics (20:00 LT, Moscow: 0°49! Virgo 
rising. Source: Robert Sauve in L'Astro- 
logue, No. 15, Autumn 1971, quoted in 
Baigent, Campion and Harvey's "Mundane 
Astrology", page 464), which brought 
together Russia, the Ukraine, White 
Russia, and Transcaucasia in one federa- 
tion with political control in Moscow 
through the All-Union Communist Party. 
For 1922 there is, as in 1147, a Mars- 
Uranus conjunction in mutables (Mars is 
just 32' from an exact square to its 
1147 position), now in Pisces in the 
VIIth. The 1922-MC is close to the 1147- 
Node (orb 26') and square the 1147-Nep- 
tune (orb 47'); the 1922-Moon is con- 
junct 1147-Pluto (13'); 1922-Sun oppos- 
es the 1147-Moon's noon position; 1922- 
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Neptune is conjunct 1147-Venus (1°33'). 

Are the ties with the 1922 map 
simply due to location? The 1147 and 
1922 charts concern Moscow, whereas the 
1917 chart is set for Leningrad.

We strongly advocate use of this 
Map as a prime indicator of mundane 
events over the next 18.6 years. Its 
basic rate of progression is the same as 
that of the Moon's mean Node: 19°20! 
annually, approx. 3' per day. Events 
stimulated by the Moon opposition Nep- 
tune can, therefore, be expected to 
unfold in early January. The Solar 
Eclipse of 3rd March 1988 at 13°18! 
Virgo, at the midpoint of the Mars-MC 
conjunction in this chart, is likely to 
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trigger the close Mars-Saturn square and 
may coincide with an angry, even des- 
tructive, reaction to pressure on the

Late 
that same afternoon doctors began trans- 
planting a new heart into baby Paul, the 
youngest person ever to undergo such an 
operation. The legally dead donor, baby 
Gabrielle (born 12th October 1987, time 
unknown, at Soldier's Hospital, Orillia, 
Ontario: 44N36 79W26), had been kept 
"alive" on a respirator for this pur- 
pose. 

Baby Paul: 11°30'Sagittarius rises; 
Sun opposite Jupiter in Vth; Moon in 
VIlIth square Mercury at cusp XII (Cam- 
panus) and parallel in altitude Mars in 
Xth; Saturn conjunct Uranus is about to 
rise; Uranus trine Jupiter and sextile 
Sun; Venus conjunct Pluto in XIth; Mars 
square Neptune. 

Baby Gabrielle: the Moon, 10°26! 
Gemini at midday, could exactly oppose 
Paul's Ascendant. It would then be 75° 
from Jupiter in Aries.

21°55' Scorpio rises at the mid- 
point of a Mars/Neptune square. Mars at 
6°55' Libra is exactly semisquare the 
rising degree; Neptune opposes the Ver- 
tex from the IInd. Moon in Xth square 
Saturn in Ist. Sun opposition Jupiter. 

The crash occurred on the day equi- 
distant between two Jupiter stations. 
This would not usually seem significant 
but 18th August, the day Jupiter turned 
retrograde, was also the day of Saturn's 
direct station when the angle between 
the two stationary bodies was 135°14'! 

Compare with the 17th May 1792 New 
York Stock Exchange chart (08:52 EST, 
26°57! Cancer rising). Moon is conjunct 
1792-Mars, orb 18'; the Sun-Jupiter 
opposition is on the natal Saturn-Nep- 
tune opposition; Node opposes its own 
place. In both charts there is a waning 
Moon in the Xth: in 1792 the Moon-Sun 
arc was 38°02', in 1987 it was 37°11'.

The pilot of an U.S. Air Force A-7 
Corsair jet struggling to make an emer- 
gency landing after losing power (he had 
tried once to land at the airport and 
was making a second try) ejected just 
short of Indianapolis Airport, leaving 
the abandoned aircraft to slam into a 
hotel, killing at least nine people.

DATA REPORT: 


TYCHO RECTIFIED 
BY TYCHO 


AXEL HARVEY 


BETTER astrologers there may have been, 
but none so overwhelming as Tycho Brahe, 
one of the three or four great scient- 
ists who have practiced our science of 
sciences. Excess was his only rule: on 
one hand an infinitely patient, hard- 
working and self-critical observer who 
brought astronomy to new levels of 
precision; on the other hand a wrathful, 
greedy, slanderous man whose silver 
nose, replacing the flesh lost in a 
duel, was a testimony to his utter lack 
of patience or self-control. Tycho's 
death followed the rule, since it was 
accompanied by bouts of excessive eating 
and excessive pain. Fortunately for us, 
the sad event gives us a clue about 
Brahe's birth hour. 

Brahe had settled in Prague, where 
the Emperor Rudolph II had summoned him 
to be the imperial mathematicus. On 
13th October 1601 (New Style), he began 
to feel sick at a dinner party. The next 
eleven days, during which Brahe could 
not urinate, were spent between delirium 
and lucid agony: when in the latter 
condition, Brahe insisted on eating and 
drinking whatever he fancied, despite 
the pleadings of his friends. He died in 
the morning of 25th October 1601. 

Johann Kepler, who was present, set 
down a brief account of these events in 
a notebook where he kept astronomical 
records. Kepler's notes include the 


following remark: 

"At the onset of this disease the 
Moon was in Taurus opposing Saturn & in 
quadrature to Mars, & Mars was in the 
very place which Tycho had determined as 
his rising degree." [*1] 

On the evening of 13th October, 
Mars was at 14°19' Leo (fig. 2--the hour 
of this map is set arbitrarily at 
17:45.8 LMT, when Saturn was on the 
Descendant). Tycho therefore seems to 
have rectified his own Ascendant to 
14°19' Leo or to a point very close by. 
Thanks to his improved instruments, the 
recorded position of Mars could not be 
more than a few arc seconds from the 
actual place. 

Now Tycho is generally thought to 
have been born between 9 and 10 a.m. on 
14th December 1546 (Old Style). This is 
the time given by Brahe's biographer J. 
L. E. Dreyer [*2]. Lois Rodden, follow- 
ing suit, used 9:30 local time for 
Brahe's birth map in The American Book 
of Charts; More Notable Nativities had

10:47 on the same morning, and Elizabeth 
Large rectified this to 10:54. [*3] All 
published charts for Brahe thus have an 
Ascendant between 15°Capricorn and 24° 
Aquarius. [*4] 

Unless there has been a misreading 
of Kepler's note (e.g. "orientem" for 
"occidentem") we must conclude that 
Tycho was really born--or thought he was 
born--half a day earlier or later than 
the accepted time. A footnote in 
Dreyer's biography points to an earlier 
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birth. "In several places in his writ- 
ings Tycho alludes to the 13th December 
as his birthday," writes Dreyer, "but 
this is astronomically speaking, count- 
ing the day from noon..." [*5] Thus we 
can rule out a birth after noon on 14th 
December, no matter which Ascendant we 
choose. 

This leads to the map (fig. 1) 
for 13th December 1546 (O.S) at 18:24.1 
UT. The hour is set for a birthplace 
located at 56N 0 by 13E 0. Knudstrup, 
the family seat where Tycho was born, is 
not listed in my Times Atlas index: I 
only know that Knudstrup was a short 
distance from Helsingborg, Scania, in 
what is now southern Sweden. Perhaps a 
Scandinavian reader can give us better 
coordinates. 

Is the Leo horoscope more like 
Tycho than the Aquarius horoscope? The 
Aquarian myth would have it that most 
great star-watchers have been Aquarian 
avatars; but it is not hard to see trad- 
itonal Leo traits in this man's charac- 
ter. Pride, for one: he could not stop 
himself from addressing his king, Chris- 
tian IV of Denmark, as almost an equal-- 
not the way to get along on the eve of 
the 17th century! Another trait was his 
ability to run a large, lively estab- 
lishment and to choose a number of com- 
petent lieutenants during his long 
career--more a Leo than an Aquarian 
talent. Finally, we must remember that 
Tycho is, after all, a Capricornian with

Jupiter, Venus, and Pluto in Aquarius. 
Capricorn or Aquarius rising, in addi- 
tion to all that, should have made him a 
cooler, more restrained individual, more 
of a theoretician and a loner in his 
work; moreover, Jupiter in the first 
house would probably have protected him 
from the circumstances which led to his 
virtual exile. Indeed the Ascendant at 
14°19' Leo, applying to a sesquiquadrate 
with Mercury within 4', is perfect for 
one who could not check his tongue.

Here too the Leo (p.m.) map seems 
more appropriate. While Tycho did not 
know how to deal with authority he had 
great amounts of it himself: an afflic- 
ted Jupiter is unlikely. The Uranus 
conjunction--which I think is related to 
a critical turn of mind--is applying on 
the 13th and separating on the 14th. 

There is no space here to discuss 
Tycho's horoscope in detail or to study 
events in his life. His departure from 
Denmark, however, makes sense in the 
light of the Leo map. After Tycho's 
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protector, King Frederick II, died, his 
position grew steadily worse until he 
had to leave the island the late king 
had granted him as a base for his ob- 
servatory. A couple of months in Copen- 
hagen, and the increasing coolness of 
young King Christian, convinced Tycho 
that he had better try his luck in the 
south. This is why he was to die in 
Prague. 

The last day in Copenhagen was, as 
best as can be determined, 2nd June 
1597; Tycho would never see Denmark 
again. On this day Mars was at 22°38! 
Aries and Uranus at 22°12' Aries--the 
latter only 5' from the Midheaven of the 
Leo horoscope. 

A final insult came to Tycho in the 
Fall, when he received a rough letter 
from the young king who wrote, in the 
royal first person plural: "...whereas 
it is now done, we have to leave it so 
and not to trouble ourselves whether you 
leave the country or stay in it." The 
letter is dated 8th October 1597. [*6] 
On that date retrograde Jupiter at 
16°05' Gemini was applying to a square 
of the Moon in the Leo map (within 0°38! 
at Noon, Copenhagen mean time). The Moon 
of the Aquarius map gets no such aspect; 
furthermore the Midheaven of the Aqua- 
rius map receives a sextile from tran- 
siting Saturn on that day, an unlikely 
occurrence. 

An Ascendant in the middle of Leo 
was good enough for Tycho: I'll accept 
it.

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CHILDHOOD SCHIZOPHRENIA 


CAROLYN H. CAUFMAN 


On October 12, 1978, Nancy Spungen was 
found dead in her New York apartment, 
stabbed by her boyfriend punk-rock star 
Sid Vicious. 

On the afternoon of 30th October 
1985 Sheila, armed with a machine gun, 
walked into a shopping mall and opened 
fire. By the time she was subdued two 
children were dead and six were wounded. 
Sheila was committed to a mental hos- 
pital until she is well enough to serve 
her life sentence in prison. 

Tiffany was committed to a mental 
hospital when she was 13 years old. She 
remained for five months and upon her 
release there was no improvement and her 
behavior continues to degenerate. 

On 17th November 1972, Tony Baeke- 
land, heir to the Bakelite fortune, 
stabbed and killed his mother. After 
spending eight years in a mental hos- 
pital he was released and within a week 
attempted to kill his grandmother with a 
knife. He committed suicide while in 
Rikers Island prison on 20th March 1981. 

All of these young people have one 
thing in common: all have been diagnosed 
paranoid schizophrenic. The definition 
of schizophrenia depends on who is de- 
fining it. A biochemist would describe 
it as a brain disorder with a genetic 
factor. A psychiatrist would explain 
that it is a group of disorders--not a 
single illness--and that it is given 
another word called an "affect" to iden- 


tify the specific type of schizophrenia. 

The parents of a child who has 
paranoid-affect schizophrenia describe 
the disorder in terms of behavior and 
the effects it has on the entire family. 
Schizophrenia is a disorder of the 
young; it rarely makes its initial 
appearance after age 35, and it seems 
that the most severe cases are paranoids 
who begin showing symptoms in childhood. 
Often they are hyperactive children, 
given to temper tantrums, unable to make 
or keep friends, extremely manipulative, 
and unable to stress. Their families 
often "walk on eggs" to avoid confronta- 
tions, thus giving the child even more 
power. Although the behavior when 
described sounds like the behavior of a 
normal but difficult child, the parents 
realize there is something very differ- 
ent going on. As the child grows older 
the behavior becomes more bizarre, more 
violent, more out of control. They 
become masters of manipulation as fami- 
lies placate them to avoid their out- 
bursts of rage, their smashing sessions, 
and vile language. 

The natal charts of paranoid schiz- 
ophrenics accurately depict the kinds of 
behaviors that are displayed by these 
young people. Keep several things in 
mind as you view them. Rarely, if ever, 
do these paranoids use planetary ener- 
gies in a positive way. As with most 
schizophrenics they are above average- 
to-brilliant in intelligence but the 
behavioral problems--the brain disorder- 
-apparently prevents academic growth or 
accomplishment. 

The effects of the outer planets in 
their lives is very pronounced: the 
rebelliousness, bizarre behavior of 
Uranus; all of Neptune's influences 
including visual and auditory hallucina- 
tions, poor self-image, drug and alcohol 
use, suicide attempts, and all the self- 


undoing techniques for which Neptune is 
famous; the manipulative, obsessive and 
controlling behavior of Pluto. These 
youths develop an uncanny foxiness for 
manipulating others, often controlling 
their own actions to present a pristine 
image to strangers when the occasion 
demands it--with the therapist, the 
police or a judge. Of course this 
"sweet, innocent child" act cannot be 
maintained, but it has earned  schizo- 
phrenics the reputation for having a 
split personality. 

As discussed in a previous article 
[*1], the natal chart can be viewed as a 
diagram of the brain. It can also be 
viewed as a PET (positive emission tomo- 
graphy) scan of the brain. A PET scan 
produces what appears to be a colored 
picture of the brain. It does this by 
showing the way the brain metabolizes 
glucose--sugar. Sugar, ruled by Venus, 
is a fuel for the brain. The brain of a 
schizophrenic metabolizes glucose dif- 
ferently from normal people. Now a small 
percentage of normal people have the 
distinctive pattern of the schizophrenic 
without ever developing symptoms of the 
illness; this raises the question of 
whether they could become schizophrenic 
if subjected to certain kinds of stress. 
In any case, however, since the PET scan 
of a schizophrenic looks distinctive, 
Venus in the natal chart should also 
look distinctive; it does. 

What follows is a list of features 
found in the charts of paranoid schizo- 
phrenics together with the way they are 
expressed in the individuals' lives. The 
decision on how to classify this infor- 
mation is arbitrary, as no single

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planetary placement is isolated from all 
others; thus when, for example, it is 
placed under the heading of Ascendant, 
the reader must realize that the Ascend- 
ant is strongly influenced by many ener- 
gies. 

The use of heliocentric positions 
of the planets in addition to geocentric 
is mandatory because in most cases solu- 
tions are only found in the combination 
of both systems. However they are so 
consistently present, with such narrow 
orbs, that they leave little doubt that 
both systems must be used. 

No time of birth is available for 
Tony Baekeland so there can be no as- 
pects involving the Ascendant or the 
Moon. The time of birth for the three 
girls was provided by their mothers; 
Nancy's was in a book written by her 
mother, that of Sheila and Tiffany 
(these are pseudonyms at the request of 
the mothers) were provided directly. 


1. URANUS 


In the cases I have studied Uranus 
is in close aspect to Jupiter, the Sun 
or Mercury. 

Nancy: Sun 8°23! Pisces quincunx 
g-Uranus 8°27'Leo. 

Tiffany: h-Jupiter 20°16'Capricorn 
square h-Uranus 19°54'Libra.

2. OVERALL IMBALANCE 


Another feature which seems to 
indicate brain disorder when combined 
with other chart features is an obvious 
out-of-kilter appearance. Something is 
lopsided or something is missing. 

Nancy: planets are well distributed

Sheila: There are no planets be- 
tween Saturn 13°Capricorn and Mercury 
20°Cancer except for Mars at 29°20'Tau- 
rus, which has no close aspects. There 
are no planets in air signs. 

Tony: There are no planets in water 
signs. All planets are between Uranus 
21°Gemini and Jupiter 24°Libra, all 
bracketed by the Moon's Nodes. 


3. VENUS-MERCURY 


There is always an interchange of 
the "2" energies with the "3"s. That is, 
(most often) Venus or the sign Taurus 
occupies the IlIrd house, the natural 
house of Mercury. In other charts Mer- 
cury will occupy the IInd house, Venus's 
natural house. In either case that in- 
terchange will be linked to Uranus or to 
Aquarius or to the XIth house. 

Nancy has Taurus on the cusp of the 
IIrd (Placidus). Venus and helio-Mercury 
are both in Aquarius. Helio-Venus and 
helio-Mercury are quincunx, orb 1°12'.

Tiffany 
was so enraged that her mother would not 
get the cream that she put her fist 
through her bedroom window.

The hideous scars 
from elbow to wrist are permanent. She 
has also carved initials on her other 
arm which she later scratched out; again 
permanent, hideous scars. 


6. MOON-MARS-SATURN 


All three girls have a combination 
of aspects that, more than any other, 
point to the paranoid affect schizophre- 
nia: Moon in hard aspect to Mars, Mars 
in hard aspect to Saturn. The Mars- 
Saturn aspect creates a high level of 
anger and frustration. Saturn rules 
suspicion; paranoia includes feelings of 
suspicion, mistrust. Its link with the 
anger of Mars finds an emotional outlet 
in the Moon-Mars contact. 

Nancy has h-Mars opposite Moon, 
exact to the minute. Helio-Mars is con- 
junct h-Saturn. 

Tiffany has Mars on the Ascendant 
exactly quincunx the Moon. Helio-Mars is 
in quincunx to Saturn. 

Sheila has h-Mars 8'from an exact 
quincunx to the Moon. Helio Mars squares 
h-Saturn. 

No Moon position for Tony but he 
does have h-Mars square Saturn. 

The angry outbursts displayed by 
these schizophrenics are more accurately 
described as rages. They are not just 
tantrums. 

At age two Nancy had what her moth- 
er described as a "temper fit" because 
she accidentally broke her banana in 
half and her mother would not fix it. 
She threw herself on the floor with 
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tremendous force, screaming, beating 
herself repeatedly in the face. Her 
mother carried her to bed kicking and 
screaming, from where she hurled herself 
onto the floor, thrashed and flopped for 
about twenty minutes until she began to 
hyperventilate and passed out. 

Tiffany, angry at her father, stood 
and screamed for over 15 minutes, eyes 
shut, fists clenched and raised. She 
then went into her bedroom, emerged 
several hours later, a grin on her face 
and with two black eyes. She went to the 
police station and tried to file a com- 
plaint of child abuse against her father 
but the police, thoroughly familiar with 
Tiffany, took no action. The black eyes 
were self-inflicted. Her therapist 
labeled the incident a rage.

Schizophrenia is usually found in 
those with above-average IQ's. They are 
often diabolically clever. Schizophrenic 
John Hinckley's psychiatrist told his 
parents that John was "crazy, not 
stupid." 

Not all schizophrenic children are 
paranoids and not all schizophrenics 
develop symptoms of the disorder in 
childhood. It is however, rare to find 
cases where the initial schizophrenic 
episode takes place after the age of 35, 
In some cases the symptoms progress 
slowly but other cases are described as 
"sudden onset." Charts of those who 
develop symptoms in adulthood seem to 
be different from those of childhood 
schizophrenics. From the data I have it 
seems that all young schizophrenics have 
the Uranus aspect to Jupiter or, in the 
absence of that, a Uranus aspect to Sun 
or Mercury. If heliocentric planets are 
considered, aspects must be very close. 

Adult-onset charts seem to have 
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Neptune, in some way, involved with the 
third house rather than the Ascendant. 
They may have Pisces on the cusp of the 
IlIrd, intercepted in the IlIrd or Nep- 
tune in the third. Some of the identify- 
ing aspects are missing in the charts of 
adult-onsets, but the aspects are ach- 
ieved by transiting planets. It also 
seems that a series of significant as- 
pects from the outer planets--Uranus, 
Neptune, Pluto--are what trigger the 
disorder rather than a _ single diffi- 
cult or long-lasting aspect. 

All of the observations mentioned 
in this article are just that, observa- 
tions. It would be foolhardy to present 
firm conclusions based on only 15 
charts. There will certainly be charts 
in the future which will not conform to 
the patterns found in these charts. I 
anxiously await the arrival of more 
charts and case histories of those who 
have been diagnosed schizophrenic.

LET'S CONSIDER 


ALEXANDER RUPERTI writes: 


A REACTION TO WINTLE'S PLUTO 


The astrological meaning given to 
Pluto stems from the name bestowed on 
this planet, with which we have lived 
consciously for only 57 years. A great 
number of astrologers--but not all--have 
linked the planet to the sign Scorpio 
because of the mythological meaning of 
Pluto. Mythological gods and heroes seem 
to be accepted as the only true source 
of meaning for the planets, partly on 
account of the attention paid to them in 
Jungian psychology. It is true that 
certain astrologers also look to the 
historical events which took place 
around the time the three new planets 
were discovered during the last three 
centuries. Although these correspond- 
ences are certainly very pertinent, a 
lot depends on the way the astrologer 
understands the events he uses to estab- 
lish the meaning of the planet in astro- 
logical terms. This understanding is 
inevitably conditioned by the kind of 
mental and cultural hang-ups the astro- 
loger has. And it is rare to find an 
astrologer who studies history and 
events as an expression of the psycho- 
logical and cyclic evolution of mankind. 

It is not enough to open a history 
book and note what events happened 
around around the time of the discovery 
of Uranus, Neptune and Pluto. We have to 
fit these events into the larger frame 
of reference of mankind's evolution as 
we know of it since archaic times and 


also in terms of what is ahead of man- 
kind according to the "occult" knowledge 
available. This occult knowledge must 
not be limited to any one special revel- 
ation Christian, Hindu, Tibetan or oth- 
er. There is a common theme running 
through all particular interpretations; 
it needs to be re-expressed in a langu- 
age which the modern mind can under- 
stand. 

So far, Dane Rudhyar is the only 
astrologer to interpret astrological 
symbols in terms of such a whole-view. 
Modern astrologers do not seem to be 
interested in Rudhyar's work--is this 
because they are not personally inter- 
ested in the spiritual purpose of evolu- 
tion? The meaning of life for the vast 
majority of people conditioned by our 
technological western civilization is on 
a very materialistic level, although 
sometimes modified by traditional relig- 
ious concepts. 

The empirical atomistic view of the 
universe today is challenged by the new 
holistic understanding of phenomena. The 
idea of separate objects influencing 
each other has been dropped. And the new 
view of sub-quantic physics goes even 
further than Einstein dared to go--even 
he was limited by certain paradigms 
which he was unable to dismiss. If we 
want to be "scientific" in our approach 
to astrology, we must realize that the 
old way of interpreting the relationship 
of the Earth and man to the solar system 
in terms of a physical, even if subtle, 
influence exerted by the system on us, 
is no longer a valid explanation. The 
old habit of making entities out of 
everything--planets doing this or that; 
the Zodiac as a zone of twelve separate 
signs each with its own influence, ex- 
isting somewhere "out there" in the 
heavens; the Houses as simple reflec- 
tions in terms of earth experience of 
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that Zodiac--that habit still exists as 
a paradigm in astrological thinking. We 
have not yet assimilated the new view of 
the universe in which everything is in 
constant movement and is always related 
to everything else in that universe. 

A modern scientific view of our 
relationship to the universe explains 
perfectly our astrological corresponden- 
ces without any need to maintain nostal- 
gically the concept of separate influen- 
ces. Since Einstein and the acceptance 
of holism, every organism or organized 
system is a whole and at the same time 
part of a greater whole whose rhythms 
condition its activity. For astrological 
purposes, the solar system is the great- 
er whole of which the Earth--also a 
whole--is a functional part. The cyclic 
rhythms manifest in the solar system 
therefore condition the cyclic rhythms 
of life on earth, It is not a question 
of force against force or influence in a 
materialistic sense, but of resonance to 
the larger purpose. 

Astronomy speaks of our Galaxy and 
of the existence of many other galaxies, 
but does not yet know too much about 
them. Astrologically we have to accept 
the Galaxy--the Milky Way--as the larger 
whole for our solar system, even though 
we do not know much about the rhythm 
within the Galaxy. But the concept of 
holism permits us to realize that these 
rhythms are already stepped down to us, 
as it were, through the rhythm of the 
solar system. We can concentrate on the 
solar system, but we must also accept 
that there is a greater reality of which 
the solar system is only a functional 
part. 

Beginning with the work of Theodor 
Landscheidt in Germany, a number of 
astrologers have attempted to probe the 
relationship of the Galaxy to the solar 
system and have introduced the Zodiacal 
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position of the galactic center into 
their interpretations. In this respect 
Rudhyar was a pioneer, for back in 1936 
he postulated that the three new planets 
--Uranus, Neptune and Pluto--were not 
really part of our solar system but a 
link, which may be constituted by four 
planets, between the Galaxy and the 
solar system, They refer, symbolically , 
to the means at our disposal to expand 
our consciousness beyond the level rep- 
resented by the solar system to that of 
the Galaxy. In order to transform any- 
thing one must be part of the thing to 
be transformed. In this sense, Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto are in the solar sys~ 
tem but they are not really a part of 
it. Their rhythms enable our solar-sys- 
tem consciousness to expand and reso- 
nate to a galactic type of conscious- 
ness. 

The fact that these planets are so 
new--after thousands of years at least 
during which mankind was not yet con- 
scious of their presence~-and that we 
have become conscious of the existence 
of our Galaxy, should make us realize 
that humanity, since the 18th century, 
is making a transition toward some far 
greater reality than that which has 
subsisted up to now. It would be an 
error therefore to interpret the meaning 
of these planets in terms of the estab- 
lished Saturnian values which dominate 
our consciousness. They must refer to 
something entirely new, upsetting to 
Saturnine consciousness and rational 
logic. 

The usual way to interpret these 
planets is not in terms of what they 
essentially represent, but in terms of 
our personal Saturn-limited reactions to 
what they represent. When we say that 
Uranus is the unexpected, the revolu- 
tionary, the inspirer; that Neptune 
refers to humanitarian and compassionate 


behavior, to the call of the beyond, of 
the mystical or of the illusory; that 
Pluto refers to dictatorship, power- 
seeking, collective violence, to group 
fanaticism-~we are merely tabulating our 
human and personal reactions to new 
human powers which we do not yet under- 
stand and which frighten us. In other 
words, these planets do not represent 
elements in our personal psychology that 
we can modify as we can modify our way 
of using Mercury, Venus or Mars in our 
personal behavior. They represent a 
challenge to transform our personal 
habitual ways in terms of a larger and 
more inclusive frame of reference. They 
represent powers which are now, for the 
first time, at our disposal if we are 
personally evolved enough to be worthy 
of their use. It is in that sense that 
they have been called "collective" plan- 
ets or planets of the collective uncon- 
scious. 

In the past, a few particularly 
svolved persons--usually as a result of 
: strict and difficult initiation dis- 
cipline--were worthy of making manifest 
the spiritual qualities these planets 
»ymbolize. But today, these planets 
offer their qualities to the whole of 
mankind. What was "esoteric" and "oc- 
cult" in the past, is no longer hidden 
and the privilege of a few. Depth and 
height psychology, as well as the 
spreading of occult spiritual knowledge, 
have made it possible for anyone so 
inclined to tread the path of transform- 
ation. Although the powers these planets 
symbolize can only be used positively by 
individuals who have worked to be worthy 
of their use, the potentiality of that 
use is now a collective all-human fact. 
As individuals we can decide to work 
with them in order to transform our- 
selves into something more than simply 
human, or we can ignore them, continue 


to live in terms of the Saturnian socio- 
cultural values of our society and feel 
the impact of what they represent in a 
negative way as something which upsets 
the status quo and frightens us. 

Because the potentiality of these 
powers is a collective all-human fact, 
they appear at collective, national, and 
social levels as well as in our personal 
lives. That is why their mutual rela- 
tionships are manifested first of all on 
collective levels. The collective chan- 
ges lead progressively to greater col- 
lective freedom which in turn leads to 
greater individualizing possibilities. 
In other words, they can refer to an 
identity process on social levels. The 
greater collective freedom permits us to 
act individually as an astrologer, a 
healer, a gay, a feminist, and so on. 
But at the same time the process reveals 
that our individual identity is only 
real when we fulfill a function in the 
greater whole of society. Our individual 
function as astrologers becomes more 
complete as we work to show that astro- 
logy is of value on collective levels. 

All this tries to show that there 
is not only a human effort to evolve 
towards something, there is also an 
attempt of the greater wholes which 
encompass us to reveal ever more of the 
greater reality they represent for us. 
When the three outer planets are in 
mutual aspect, this astrological situ- 
ation begs us to understand the need for 
new values (not modified old ones) lead- 
ing us to integrate ourselves as persons 
and also as nations into a global human- 
ity. They are the challenge to make us 
aware that our human destiny is not 
limited to our solar system but must 
resonate to the Galaxy. The solar system 
is good symbol for the integrated human 
personality or nation, with its tendency 
to be proud of its separate being, 
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sometimes in a solar autocratic manner. 
The integration of the personality, 
however, leads from the state of a dom- 
inant ego to the realization of the 
central Self. The paradox is that this 
experience of the central Self leads to 
a further experience: that of the Self 
being only a particular aspect of a 
greater Self--the greater whole of which 
one is a part. Astrologically, this 
means that when we experience the full 
meaning of the central Sun we realize 
that our Sun is only one star among 
billions of other stars in the Galaxy. 
As the Ancient Wisdom has always said: 
the destiny of man is to be more than 
man; he is to be the conscious intermed- 
jary between spirit and matter; he must 
integrate fully within himself the es- 
sence of the two worlds; he must spir- 
itualize matter and materialize spirit. 

The mutual aspects of these three 
remote planets, therefore, refer to 
nothing personal. They are an overall 
challenge to humanity and to the Earth. 
As persons and nations, we react to this 
challenge in personal and national ways 
according to our lights. The situations 
created by how we react simply reveal 
our weaknesses, our incomplete under- 
standing of the purpose of the universe 
in which we live. We respond to the 
overall challenge according to how it 
modifies our personal or national de- 
sires, The greater our understanding of 
the overall purpose of our presence on 
Earth, the more positive will be our 
reaction to the call of these planets of 
transformation, 

The aspects these three outer plan- 
ets make with Jupiter and Saturn have 
social implications. They challenge us 
to act in society, in groups or as na- 
tions in a manner which goes beyond our 
desire for security, prestige and 
wealth; in a manner which leads to 
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greater abundance for all. They there- 
fore challenge all the existing ethical, 
moral, socio-cultural values which con- 
dition our usual behavior. They create 
situations which reveal our limitations. 
Through the true individuals in our 
midst, they also suggest what we could 
do to go beyond these limitations and 
act consciously in terms of a greater 
inclusivety. We have made of persons, 
nations and races absolute entities each 
wanting to do his or her or its own 
thing, each trying to assert itself 
against all the others. The fact of 
man's common humanity, of our one human 
root, has been forgotten. Therefore we 
have no vision of a common human future 
we must consciously create together. 
The differences between races, nations, 
sexes and persons are not absolute dis- 
tinctions but functional differentia- 
tions of the roles all have to play 
within the larger whole--Earth and hu- 
manity. 

Were we fully aware of this common 
human future that we must create con- 
sciously together, we would create liv- 
ing conditions all over the globe which 
would solve radically our current prob- 
lems of over-population, famine, secur- 
ity, and the pollution of the Earth's 
air, water and soil--and of our own 
physical bodies. As we are not conscious 
of such a common future, Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto, and their cyclic relation- 
ships to each other and to Jupiter and 
Saturn, will seem to create ever-worsen- 
ing conditions until, simply in order to 
survive, we will do that which is neces- 
sary. Before then we will have to ex- 
perience much hardship and suffering, 
which could have been avoided had more 
of us been aware of what is really at 
stake--and ideally it has always been 
the task of the astrologer to reveal 
what is at stake at any given time. 


When these three planets aspect the 
personal planets in a chart, the native, 
whether he likes it or not, will be 
involved in a destiny that requires the 
transformation of his personal values 
and behavior. These aspects, as I have 
said, do not "prove" that the new plan- 
ets are part of our personal make-up. 
The situations linked to them reveal how 
we perceive the challenge to be other 
than personal. I don't mean that one 
has to be "altruistic" or anything like 
that, but that the personal problems 
linked to personal planets in aspect to 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto are only per- 
sonal in obliging the person to go be- 
yond his ego and the things of which he 
is conscious, and to accept that there 
is a larger dimension to existence 
beyond anything he knows or feels, It is 
a challenge to let the greater whole 
reveal--without the ego blocking the 
way--that larger dimension, that greater 
potentiality. 

Our difficulty in relating to these 
outer planets comes entirely from our 
fear of being no longer in control of 
what is happening. This is particularly 
evident when Pluto aspects the personal 
planets. We want to fit what happens 
‘oto a known mold and so, as astrolog- 
ers, we speak of these three planets as 
being "higher octaves" of personal plan- 
ets. We are afraid of the new, we fight 
it or seek for a explanation of what is 
happening today from the past--by way of 
karma and past lives--or from tradition- 
al spiritual doctrines. We cannot let 
God, symbolically speaking, show some- 
thing concerning Himself that we do not 
know already. We repeat the past all the 
time. 

If one accepts that these planets 
refer to a more than personal dimension 
of being--which is an idea contrary to 
that of Prier Wintle--then there is no 


reason to give them a "rulership", in 
the traditional sense of rulership, of 
the signs of the Zodiac. Today the Zodi- 
ac should no longer be the supreme point 
of reference for what the ancients con- 
sidered planetary activity to he. It is 
simply an expression of the yearly orb- 
ital movement of the earth around the 
sun--though spatially speaking it could 
be considered as the "aura" of the 
Earth. In any case it is not a celestial 
but a terrestrial factor. As orbital 
motion is a collective motion, in that 
all planets participate in it, it cannot 
refer to individual factors but only to 
all those all-human qualities and ener- 
gies at the disposal of a particular 
person, because he is human. The signs 
refer to phases in the cycle of evolu- 
tion of humanity. They show us what 
qualities or energies are at our dis- 
posal in order to become an individual- 
ized human being. But the phases of the 
individualization process are to be 
referred to the Houses. According to the 
signs found on the twelve cusps of the 
chart, the astrologer can know which 
qualities and energies of human nature 
should be used during each phase 
(House) in the individualization pro- 
cess. 

As this process must be a conscious 
one, it is logical to relate the seven 
planets of the conscious to the twelve 
signs. It is not logical to assume that 
because there are twelve signs there 
must be eventually twelve planets. The 
signs are not pre-existing entities in 
the sky, but are man-made divisions of a 
cyclic process that has been divided 
into twelve phases for spiritual and 
numerological reasons. For these same 
reasons each of the planets of the con- 
scious was related to two signs. This 
did not apply to the Sun and the Moon as 
these two bodies were regarded as the 
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"Lights," two aspects of the basic life~ 
force which animates everything. 

It may seem logical to give the 
rulership of a second sign progressively 
to each of the new planets. As the rul- 
ership order was established according 
to the position of each planet, from the 
Sun outwards to Saturn, the primary 
rulerships go from Leo to Capricorn, 
Modern astrologers have thought that the 
first of the newly-discovered planets, 
Uranus, should be given Aquarius (the 
second sign of Saturn) and that the 
second discovered planet, Neptune, 
should take over Pisces (Jupiter's sec- 
ond sign) and... But here the logic 
breaks down: for, instead of attributing 
Pluto to Aries, the next sign in se- 
quence, most astrologers for mythologi- 
cal reasons attribute this planet to the 
sign Scorpio. The original symmetry has 
been broken. 

But if the reader refuses, as did 
Mare Edmund Jones and Dane Rudhyar, to 
give rulerships in the traditional sense 
to these three remote planets, the whole 
subject of rulership can be given a new 
meaning in accordance with the modern 
view of the universe and our place in 
it. 

The traditional relationships of 
the traditional planets, Sun and Moon to 
the signs are a reflection of the ease 
or difficulty anyone has in adapting 
himself to the socio-cultural values in 
vogue at the time--values which reflect 
man's conscious way of adapting to the 
world as it appears to the ego. We must 
not forgot that the development of an 
ego is historically a recent phenomenon, 
as is the establishment of personal 
horoscopes for anyone. In older days, 
charts were drawn up of kings and princ- 
es in order to understand the collective 
destiny under their rule. People were 
not ego-conscious as they are today but 
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were simply specimens of human nature-- 
and later, of their society. There was 
nothing truly individual in their beha- 
vior, and there is nothing truly indivi- 
dual either in the behavior of the vast 
majority of people today. The process of 
individuation was not available before 
the arrival of Jung, during this cen- 
tury. 

As long as people are specimens of 
their society and culture, the position 
of the planets in their own signs, in 
their exaltation, fall or exile, is a 
pertinent index of the ease or diffi- 
culty of a person's adjustment to soci- 
ety. As long as one wants to succeed in 
terms of such conscious, traditionally- 
accepted ways of doing, feeling and 
thinking, it is important to have the 
planets in "friendly' signs: life can be 
a problem when they are in "inimical" 
signs. 

But today there is a strong "coun- 
ter-culture" movement of which astrology 
is a part. Planets in their detriment or 
exile, although they suggest in the 
first place that the person cannot fit 
in easily, suggest also that he may not 
want to fit in. Because he does not want 
to be a specimen of his society, it will 
be more easy for him to break away and 
individualize himself, open himself to 
the transforming impact of Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Pluto. 

This means that the value of ruler- 
ships has become very relative in chart 
interpretation. Instead of the astro- 
loger saying that a person will have a 
hard or an easy time because the planets 
are in certain signs, he must invert the 
program and interpret the chart in terms 
of what it is the person wants to do, 
The chart no longer says what will be 
but shows which qualities or energies 
(signs) should be used by the psycho- 
logical function symbolized by the 


planet if one wants to fulfill the real 
purpose of one's being on earth at this 
time. Whatever the sign--good, bad or 
indifferent according to tradition--the 
qualities and energies of that sign must 
be used because they are necessary for 
the accomplishment of one's destiny. 

Earlier I stated that Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Pluto can be said to symbolize 
the triune path of transformation. This 
means that they are a call to go beyond 
the known, beyond what the majority of 
people think or feel is worth-while. 
Each one of them challenges us in a 
different way and in a different part of 
our conscious being. As I am a firm 
believer in a purposeful universe and in 
the holistic relationship of smaller 
whole to greater whole, I do not believe 
that these three planets were discovered 
by chance, nor that the order in which 
they were discovered is accidental. Each 
newly-discovered planet was further away 
from the Sun than the preceding one-- 
though Pluto offers us rich symbolism 
because the it cuts the orbit of Neptune 
around the time of its perihelion and is 
therefore nearer the Earth then. The 
fact remains that Uranus was discovered 
first and can therefore symbolize the 
first phase in the process of transform- 
ation. 

The first phase is inevitably a 
challenge to the authority of the con- 
scious ego, set in his ways and sure 
that he is the center of his universe. 
And ia psychological astrology, Saturn 
symbolizes the structure of the ego, 
that which makes us say "I", feeling 
different from other "I"s. Therefore 
Uranus challenges Saturn. He opens the 
ego to new vistas if the ego is at all 
open. The negative meanings given to 
this relationship come from the general- 
ly negative way in which our egos re- 
spond to any challenge to change and 


grow. They refer to our reactions, not 
to the meaning of Uranus. 

The second phase is Neptunian and 
the basic challenge of this planet is to 
the way we use Jupiter in our lives. In 
any basic transformation of our way of 
being in life, we must decide not to be 
ego-centered in our social and profess- 
ional activities. We must learn to join 
our forces with other people and groups 
in order to produce something which 
meets the true needs of others and of 
society, not simply to earn more money 
and power, generally at the expense of 
people who are weaker than we are. We 
must dissolve all feelings of being 
better and more important than others. 

The third phase is Plutonian. The 
basic challenge of this planet is to the 
way we express our energies and qual- 
ities through Mars. Pluto depersonalizes 
our desires, teaches us to act in terms 
of the greater contribution to life and 
society we can make if we have opened 
ourselves to the message of Uranus be- 
forehand and dissolved all our barriers 
at the call of Neptune. 

The reader may noticed our suggest- 
ion that these three planets of trans- 
formation are not modified by the Zodi- 
acal signs in which they are placed, but 
initiate a transformation in the way we 
use the energies and qualities they 
represent. They address themselves to 
the planets of the conscious. Uranus 
challenges Saturn, not only in Aquarius 
or Capricorn but in whatever sign Saturn 
is placed. Or conscious reliance on the 
qualities and energies of the sign Sat- 
urn is in,in order to assert our person- 
al difference and independence, is going 
to be challenged if and when Uranus 
aspects Saturn natally or by transit. 
Wherever Uranus is natally or by tran- 
sit, indicates an area where something 
Saturnian must be overcome. Uranus is

the call of the greater Self to the 
conscious ego. 

In the same way Neptune challenges 
Jupiter, not only in Pisces or Sagittar- 
jus but wherever Jupiter is placed. And 
Pluto challenges Mars, not only in Scor- 
pio but also in Aries and wherever Mars 
is found in the chart. Astrologers link 
Pluto mainly to Scorpio and not to Ar- 
jes, the other Martian sign, simply 
because in our egocentric society the 
challenge to rebirth is felt mainly 
during the Scorpio phase of the Zodiac 
cycle. We are not yet aware enough of 
what rebirth means, of the possibility 
of it being an origin of something new, 
totally new and more inclusive, to ac- 
cept the relationship of Pluto with 
Aries. We react negatively and egocen- 
trically to the Plutonian challenge; we 
want to remain an ego-in-control and 
therefore Pluto aspects seem to refer to 
dictatorships, power politics, manipu- 
lation and sexuality. If we decided not 
to control Pluto situations, but to let 
the experiences linked to its aspects 
lead us to a deeper understanding of 
ourselves, of others--and of human na- 
ture--without judging these experiences 
according to established moral and ethi- 
cal principles, then Pluto could reveal 
to us something which our puny imagina- 
tions are incapable of doing. 

Pluto is deemed to be a "personal" 
planet because it challenges Mars and 
Venus which are the personal planets 
connected with our most intimate nature. 
As this intimate nature can now express 
itself more openly in the sexual sphere, 
Pluto is linked to sexual experiences of 
all kinds. We forget that the energy 
that we put into sexual experiences can 
also be put into other activities. There 
is one libido, one prana. We decide, 
according to our psychological evolu- 
tion, on what level we will concentrate 
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our energies. As most people still live 
at the biological and socio-cultural 
level, it is on those levels that they 
liberate their energies and the chal- 
lenge of Pluto to that use at those 
levels results in all those negative 
things astrologers say are due to Pluto. 

Pluto wants us to come to grips 
with essentials. Its aspects challenge 
us to drop our allegiance to the super- 
ficialities of life, to appearances, and 
allow the greater depths of being to 
express themselves through our conscious 
behavior. This can be a cathartic pro- 
cess. People panic when everything to 
which they are attached, that gives 
meaning to their lives, is stripped 
away. All reactionary movements in poli- 
tics--including gangsterism and _totali- 
tarianism--feed on fear. Nations try to 
return to some old form of tribal unity 
which must be protected at all costs 
from outside influence. Gangsters feed 
on the disintegration of our social sys- 
tems. Many of our plutocrats became rich 
through exploiting black market condi- 
tions, drug addiction, and the sale of 
war material. 

But such negative Pluto conditions 
exist because we are afraid to go for- 
ward to the new. The resurgence of reli- 
gious fundamentalism is a Saturnian 
reaction in the face of the present 
challenge to go forward and create a new 
society. 

I don't know where Prier Wintle 
gets his idea that the political left 
and communism are under Uranus symbol- 
ism. Does he mean to say that Pluto 
represents the political right because 
he believes Hitler to be an expression 
of Pluto and therefore Nazism also? 
Because be believes Pluto rules Scorpio, 
Hitler must have Scorpio rising to prove 
his theory. For many astrologers Scorpio 
is the trash can of the Zodiac. In the 


1930s, when Hitler's birth time was not 
known, prominent astrologers came for- 
ward with the argument that, because be 
was a nasty man, he must have Scorpio 
rising! 

It is a pity that Wintle does not 
seem to have read Rudhyar's book "Astro- 
logical Timing". He would not then mix 
up Uranian and Neptunian values as he 
does. He attributes to Uranus what 
should be related to the Uranus-Neptune 
cycle which began in 1821. 

The Uranian 18th century fought 
against the social and cultural forms 
established by Saturn: the concepts of 
"kingship by divine right" and of a 
union of State and Church; against 
social privileges, Church dogmatism and 
the cosmic mechanism of Descartes. Ura- 
nus wants to open Saturn to a principle 
of order more universal than that of the 
Classical era. The Uranian revolutions 
led to the establishment of individual 
human rights. Such rights made it pos- 
sible for the members of the "proletari- 
at" to fight for their individual rights 
as human beings. 

I agree with Wintle when he says 
that Uranus "acts" mainly on mental 
levels in terms of ideas or inspira- 
tions, because it is through the devel- 
opment of the mind--as opposed to the 
feelings--that man can individualize 
himself. But Wintle does not seem to 
make a distinction, when referring to 
collective developments, between soci- 
eties like our western democracies in 
which individual rights are paramount, 
and the communist countries where the 
state is paramount and individuals have 
no rights at all, as individuals. 

The polarity of individual and 
collective is universal in its manifest- 
ations. The split of the world into two 
camps is an expression of humanity's 
incapacity to integrate them. In every 


society the needs of individuals and of 
the society should be integrated harmon- 
jiously. This is far from being the case. 
The exaggerated accent on the individual 
in America has led to the exaggerated 
accent on the collective in Russia, and 
the two exaggerations are afraid of and 
therefore ready to fight each other. If 
our democracies were real democracies, 
there would not be social conditions 
which breed communism. America, instead 
of basing her foreign policy on a reac- 
tion against communism, would then 
ideally create such a democratic society 
which would serve as an example other 
nations would be eager to copy. 

The expression of this polarity of 
individual and collective in terms of 
the type of social integration adopted 
should, I think, make us realize that 
Uranus symbolizes western democracy and 
Neptune the communist state. Neptune, as 
I see it, is always an expression of the 
pressure of the collectivity upon the 
individual. The feeling of unity over- 
comes that of separateness and differ- 
ence. The Communist Manifesto, which was 
mirrored by the Bahai attempt to orga- 
nize a "world order" on the basis of a 
"divine manifestation", coincided with 
the discovery of Neptune. The industrial 
revolution, based on the power of steam 
and later oil, is also a Neptunian phe- 
nomenon. It dissolved what the power 
represented by Uranus had shattered and 
broken through. 

Unfortunately, every action of 
universalizing forces has a reaction; 
and it tends to crystallize under the 
inertial resistance to change of Saturn- 
based privileges. The universalizing 
Neptune force was distorted by Saturnian 
-type nations into national efforts to 
gain world power through colonialism. 
The individualistic Uranian force per- 
mitted powerful individuals to corner 
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the new energies released by the indus- 
trial revolution and to set up a new 
class, based on money power capable of 
dominating the state. This led to the 
modern form of class distinction with 
Uranus representing the "haves" and 
Neptune the "have nots". The proletariat 
became the field for the Neptunian for- 
ces which tend to level down and reduce 
every differentiated structure to a kind 
of liquid and amorphous chaos. Neptune 
is also related to all forms of glamour 
and deception. The cynical use of lies, 
treachery, spies and subversion is Nep- 
tunian. Communism is a religion of ma- 
terialism and the USSR was born with a 
conjunction of Saturn and Neptune. 

World War I--"the war to end all 
wars"--was a Neptunian war which de- 
structured societies and left the world 
in a chaos. Pluto began to rear his head 
in the conditions Neptune had establish- 
ed. Dictatorships in Italy, Germany and 
Spain appeared in answer to the subcon- 
scious yearning of the mass mind for 
solidity and security. But they were a 
negative "shadow" manifestation of the 
Pluto force. Because people are not 
forward-looking enough, their fear of 
chaos made them seek a compulsive gang- 
like subservience to darkly powerful 
totalitarian leaders. Wherever Pluto 
seems negative, there we can see that 
its action is based on the fear produced 
by Neptunian developments; in this re- 
spect Americans could ponder on their 
present world attitude based on the 
social fear of communism. It could lead 
to a Plutonian nuclear war. 

If we accept that Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto act as a triune process, Plu- 
to's activity is determined by the na- 
ture of the Uranus-Neptune relationship. 
Pluto externalizes the type of relation- 
ship which exists between the spiritual 
and social-cultural values presented by 
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the leader of the nation and the social 
community out of which these leaders 
have emerged. "Where there is no vision, 
the people perish." The tragedy of 
modern history is in the mediocrity of 
the leaders our societies choose. If the 
Neptunian collective mentality of a 
society, class, or group has readily 
opened itself to the new vision provided 
by its creative personages, Pluto will 
he able to act towards the concrete 
realization of the vision. But if Nep- 
tune has brought very little or nothing 
except fallacies, glamour, confusion and 
degeneration, Pluto will reduce every- 
thing to chaos or integrate people into 
some sort of totalitarian structure. 

Mussolini and Hitler were born, 
like many other people, at the time of 
the Neptune-Pluto conjunction. The 500- 
year cycle of relationship of these two 
outermost planets is the most important 
indication, at the present time, of 
trends affecting humanity as whole. 
People who were born at the end of the 
last century, with this conjunction in 
their charts, were capable of resonating 
to these new trends. Hitler and Mussoli- 
ni so resonated but in terms of ancient 
modes of social integration. The new 
future for them was the re-establishment 
of ancient forms. What some people con- 
sider their personal power as individu- 
als was in reality the power of the 
archetype which possessed them. One 
cannot have social power without in some 
way incarnating the needs or the desires 
of the people, or of a momentary major- 
ity of the people: this goes for any 
political leader, not only for dicta- 
tors. 

I cannot see why the leadership 
principle comes from Pluto. There have 
been leaders throughout history, before 
Pluto existed consciously for astro- 
logers. Leadership as such can mean many 


things and depends on the quality and 
the ideals of the leader. What matters 
in any given context is not the leader, 
but the all-human, or national or social 
or religious or personal ideals in the 
light of which one tries to be a leader. 
The leader can be a fanatical medium for 
some archetype to which he has submitted 
himself psychologically, or he can be an 
especially evolved person, spiritually 
speaking, capable of transmitting "God's 
will". 

Wintle does not use the word "indi- 
viduality" in the strict psychological 
sense. He is not alone in this as many 
people refer to individuals, psycho- 
logically speaking, when they strictly 
mean "persons" with the potentiality of 
becoming individuals. A true individual 
has gone through the individuation pro- 
cess or its equivalent and has contacted 
the true Self. But most people call 
themselves individuals when they are 
only egos masquerading as individuals. 
Egos become "individualistic", not indi- 
viduals. They went to do "their thing" 
in society without any sense of partici- 
pating as a functional unit in that 
society. They see nothing superior to 
their "individualism" and mistake it for 
individuality. They therefore accentuate 
the individual pole of the individual- 
collective duality at the expense of the 
collective pole to which they give a 
negative value. 

Nobody is born an individual. We 
are born as human beings, conditioned by 
race, nation, local climate, family and 
the existing socio-cultural values and 
language. We become persons when we 
assume a function in society. We can 
become individuals if we emerge from the 
psychic womb of our socio-cultural para- 
digms, and introduce something new and 
worthwhile to society and humanity. An 
individual is an origin, not merely 


someone who does what others do or have 
done in just an original manner. He does 
not glorify his differences, what he 
considers his uniqueness, but realizes 
that the development of his individual- 
ity has meaning in terms of what he can 
give to the collective pole in all ex- 
perience. He has become a conscious 
intermediary allowing for the manifesta- 
tion of the greater whole. The individu- 
alist wants to separate himself from the 
collective; the individual relates him- 
self creatively to the collective, some 
of whose needs he can fulfill. The para- 
dox is that he becomes "impersonal"--he 
is no longer centered on his uniqueness- 
-by attempting to fulfill his "dharma" 
(the purpose of his being) through sig- 
nificant acts. 

The impersonality of the communist 
system is not really impersonality. It 
is simply the depreciation of personal 
values and desires in relation to the 
will of the collectivity. It is the 
dominance of the collective pole over 
the individual pole. 

Individuality does not exist in a 
void or in an abstract sense. It is the 
expression of a certain form of rela- 
tionship established with the collective 
elements in human experience. The Chi- 
nese Yin-Yang symbolism is an expression 
of the individual-collective polarity in 
everything. And the Chinese knew very 
well that even the most exaggerated 
accent on one pole does not negate com- 
pletely the existence of the other pole. 
Whenever the relationship goes to an 
extreme, there is immediately a counter- 
movement of the other extreme. In Russia 
where the collective pole dominates, all 
power is centered in one party and one 
man. In America the opposite trend mani- 
fests and in spite of people shouting 
"I" all day long, they still tend to 
behave and even to dress in a collective 
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manner. 

In astrology and psychology, be- 
cause of the misuse or ignorant use of 
basic terms to which many and varied 
interpretations are given, it is essen- 
tial that each writer define clearly in 
what sense he uses these terms. Other- 
wise confusion is bound to reign.

PRIER WINTLE'S response 
to ALEXANDER RUPERTI: 


Alexander Ruperti's "reaction" to 
my Pluto article is a remarkably compre- 
hensive exposition of an astrological 
approach which I consider to be basical- 
ly mistaken. I am glad to have the op- 
portunity to make a few comments, even 
though I can hardly ask the editor for 
space to consider the whole presentation 
point by point as would be necessary in 
a formal debate. 

It is useful in some ways to find 
what I wrote being attacked not primar- 
ily over matters of detail of political 
interpretation but on a broad philosoph- 
ical front. The article, like others of 
mine on other planets, was a statement 
of a definite viewpoint regarding the 
real nature of planetary influence. Mr. 
Ruperti rejects it and in so doing draws 
attention to it and exposes it in re- 
lief, juxtaposing his own belief frame- 
work in contradistinction to it. 

The essence of all of his eleven- 
plus pages is that the whole is greater 
than its parts. I won't deny that. What 
I take issue with are the various non- 
sequiturs he advances as consequences of 
his initial premise, in particular the 
woefully inadequate and misleading ex- 
positions of the alleged meanings of 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto, and the gen- 
eral ineffectiveness of the whole 
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approach when it comes down to practical 
day to day astrological application. The 
beauty of astrology as we normally un- 
derstand and apply it is that it illu- 
minates the world we live in. It exposes 
motives, reveals trends, deals with 
people as people, nations as nations, 
movements as movements. Moreover it has 
always done this. It is not true, as Mr. 
Ruperti contends, that in the past horo- 
scopes were only drawn up for kings "in 
order to understand the collective des- 
tiny under their rule", implying that 
people were not ego conscious then as 
they are now. Read any description of 
Greek or Roman society, or the Biblical 
accounts of Hebrew society (contemporary 
with the Assyrian and Babylonian socie- 
ties for whose kings the early astro- 
logers prepared their forecasts) and see 
if these peoples were not ego conscious. 
Kings were the main recipients of horo- 
scopes only because writers were few, 
not because egos were few. 

One difficulty needs to be briefly 
dealt with before I go further. Mr. 
Ruperti mentions the need to be clear in 
definition of terms used. He complained 
of my use of words like "individual", 
"collective", etc. in the "commonly 
misunderstood" sense in which they are 
normally used instead of the more pri- 
vate "in" sense in which he used them, 
following Dane Rudhyar. I believe my 
usage makes for less misunderstanding 
since the sense in which I have used the 
doubtful words makes what I have written 
intelligible to most readers whereas his 
usage needs some preliminary explaining. 
He has supplied the explanation but I 
still seriously wonder whether what he 
is advancing with the aid of it is truly 
illuminating. 

I have reflected on the phenomenon 
of fish life in pools which periodically 
dry up completely, leaving nothing 


behind but some desiccated weed and a 
deposit of dried mud and salt. Some eggs 
must survive however, for with returning 
rains the fish re-appear also. Clearly 
the real life form inhabiting these 
pools is the genus fish, not the indi- 
vidual fishes. The genus is living 
through them. In a remarkable book 
[*1], Lyall Watson similarly suggests 
that in all of us it is our genes which 
are our ultimate "Self", perpetuating 
themselves by mutating, evolving and 
adapting to ever new circumstances as 
individuals are found wanting, die and 
are replaced. Now if Mr. Ruperti had 
written along lines like these and had 
suggested some astrological significat- 
ors of the genus or the gene I would 
have found that very interesting. How- 
ever, he doesn't do that, All he does is 
speak vaguely about the Galactic Center 
as symbol of a potentiality we allegedly 
have: "to expand our consciousness be- 
yond the level represented by the Solar 
System to that of the Galaxy", whatever 
that may mean. At the same time he cov- 
ers himself by saying we don't know much 
about the rhythm within the Galaxy. 
Beginning with a moral exhortation to us 
to think holistically, he waves his hand 
towards an area in Sagittarius and then 
goes on to talk about something else. 
Astrologically he hasn't helped us at 
all. 

It is worthwhile recalling that 
Dane Rudhyar originally got the idea of 
Holism from Jan Smuts, the former prime 
minister of South Africa, who wrote a 
book on the subject in the 1930s. Sig- 
nificantly, in the year before he died, 
after his United Party had been defeated 
at the polls by the National Party, 
Smuts said to his son that sinister new

secret influences were at work in the 
world, seeking to achieve world power 
behind the camouflage of world-unity 
propaganda. Separate nations and nation- 
alisms would be broken down by them. 
These older, more individualistic, trad- 
itional institutions were possibly surer 
safeguards of freedom than what was 
coming. Despite his perception of the 
inter-relatedness of things, therefore, 
he never lost his touch as a practical 
politician nor his awareness that what 
ultimately counts in any and every coun- 
try is the freedom and dignity of its 
individual citizens. Similarly astro- 
logers, even collective ones, should 
always remember that it is as individu- 
als that they understand whatever they 
do understand, or think they understand, 
and that it will always be to other 
individuals that they will have to talk 
and explain themselves. 

Mr. Ruperti says he doesn't know 
where I got the idea that the political 
Left tends to be ruled by Uranus and the 
Right by Pluto. I think I gave a fairly 
full explanation, both in the Pluto 
article and in my earlier one one Uranus 
in Sagittarius. I submit that anyone who 
reads both those articles without prior 
mental set and who checks what is said 
in them against recorded historical 
facts and the present world situation 
will come to a similar conclusion. 
Events speak for themselves and so do 
the charts of those involved in them. By 
contrast, to suggest as Mr. Ruperti does 
that Neptune, a thoroughly un-mechanical 
and un-logically-oriented planet, could 
be responsible for the Industrial Revo- 
lution--which in any case began over a 
century before he was discovered-- 
strikes me as an idea originating dir- 
ectly out of cloud-cuckoo land. One 
paragraph in his "Reaction" I fully 
agree with however. He says "Pluto wants 
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us to come to grips with essentials. Its 
aspects challenge us to drop our alleg- 
jance to the superficialities of life, 
to appearances, and to allow the greater 
depths of being to express in and 
through our conscious behavior", Exact- 
ly. On Page 9 of my article I said "Plu- 
to is concerned with mankind's most 
intense interior motivations for belief 
and action" and on Page 10 "for Pluto, 
truth must be felt and known inwardly to 
be real". This is precisely why this 
planet is to be identified with individ- 
uality and the leadership principle--in 
its ideal form as the Ipsissimus, the 
individual who manifests his strength by 
reverencing the individuality of all 
other beings (see my Page 25). Yet Mr. 
Ruperti writes "I cannot see why the 
leadership principle comes from Pluto"! 
His trouble is that he has allowed 
himself to become convinced that none of 
the qualities he himself lists has any- 
thing to do with us personally. Follow- 
ing Dane Rudhyar, he accepts that Pluto, 
along with Neptune and Uranus, doesn't 
really belong to our Solar System at 
all. This is the besetting sin of so- 
called "Esoteric Astrology". Utterly 
nonsensical theories are dreamed up, 
untested by any form of genuine practi- 
cal research, and'then delivered to us 
ex-cathedra as revelations, along with a 
superior sneer at our "limited, mater- 
jalistic" exoteric astrology. What basis 
other than fantasy could there be for 
the suggestion that the true function of 
the three "new" planets is merely to 
link us to the Galaxy? And yet a certain 
type of mind just loves this sort of 
statement. The popularity of the astro- 
logical mumbo-jumbo transmitted tele- 
pathically by Alice Bailey's Tibetan 
Master, with every planetary sign ruler- 
ship altered for those rho are "advanced 
on the Path", bears ample witness to 
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that. To remain sane and counter this 
kind of thing it is necessary to reply 
firmly that traditional astrology is 
neither limited nor materialistic but 
actually an almost unbelievably rich 
heritage of spiritual, psychological and 
practical insight which has been brought 
down to earth and thoroughly tested over 
nearly 3,000 years. Continual refine- 
ments of it are permissible, indeed 
essential, but no one is entitled to 
reject whole sections of what has been 
received purely on a basis of a priori 
theorizing about how things ought to be. 
Anyone who does this merely displays his 
own ignorance and presumption. 

Dane Rudhyar is of course often an 
insightful writer and in a different 
class from Alice Bailey. Even so his 
esoteric approach and infatuation with 
Holism led him not only to the absurd 
belief that the "new" planets are not 
part of the Solar System but also to 
deny that the surest means of gaining 
insight into their true natures would be 
through study of the ancient myths about 
them, Instead he substituted his own 
"revelation", which Mr. Ruperti follows. 
And what an impoverished picture re- 
sults! Uranus is simply the challenger 
of Saturn, Neptune of Jupiter and Pluto 
of Mars! 

Taken as a whole Mr. Ruperti's 
"Reaction" reads throughout as a super- 
jor pronou: =ment on the inferiority and 
inadequacy vu: almost all practical as- 
trology. Take for instance his assertion 
that the Zodiac is not truly a celestial 
but a terrestrial factor. It is true 
that the positions in which we see the 
planets against the celestial backdrop 
are determined by the Earth's position 
in its orbit around the Sun and are not 
their true Heliocentric positions, but 
really all our *strology is geocentric 
yet that fact does not alter the other 


fact that the constellations are made up 
of real stars. To call them a terres— 
trial phenomenon is to blur the distinc- 
tion between the Signs and the Houses. 
Similarly his statement that the gener- 
ally accepted views of Uranus as the 
revolutionary, Neptune the mystic and 
Pluto the dictator and fanatic are mere- 
ly our Saturn-limited reactions to what 
they really represent is delivered as it 
were from on high, without any back-up 
evidence to demonstrate why Rudhyar's 
view of them as challengers of Saturn, 
Jupiter and Mars is really more illumin- 
ating. 1 would respectfully suggest that 
Mr. Ruperti should think again, and I 
would strongly advise all readers of his 
"Reaction" to do the same.

PRIER WINTLE'S response 
to ALEXANDER MARR: 


Alexander Marr wrote saying that 
the Scorpio Ascendant I proposed for 
Hitler's chart doesn't work. He says the 
Scorpio emphasis in the life is explain- 
ed by Mars conjoining the Scorpio 
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Midheaven in the pre-natal epoch. I do 
not object to the pre-natal epoch, which 
is a practical and testable technique, 
and it is interesting that Mr. Marr 
should have discovered a Scorpio empha- 
sis in this way. However, as is well 
known, there are several allegedly "cor- 
rect" ways to arrive at the "correct" 
epoch, and birth times supposedly "cor- 
rected" by this method have sometimes 
been proved after all to be incorrect. I 
am chiefly concerned by the inference 
that the Scorpio Ascendant doesn't work. 
May I point out the following highly 
appropriate directions and transits? 

In 1933 Hitler became Chancellor of 
Germany. His progressed Sun, ruler of 
the natal MC, was then exactly sextile 
Saturn (natally 3° from the MC). What 
better testimony could there be to the 
assumption of such a responsibility? At 
the same time however his Capricorn 
Jupiter, conjoined with the Moon and 
exactly conjoined with her during all 
his dangerous World War I years, giving 
him a charmed life at that time, had now 
passed over the Moon and was slowly 
leaving her. Hisluck was just beginning 
to wane, 

In 1939 he invaded Poland and begun 
World War II. In that year and 1940 his 
progressed Sun was trine Uranus in the 
XlIth house. His tremendous successes in 
both these years were directly attribu- 
table to his non-aggression pact with 
Soviet Russia (Uranus) coupled with the 
fact that over the preceding six years, 
with Russian connivance, he had secretly 
developed a much more sophisticatedly 
equipped army and air force than those 
possessed by his enemies (Uranus plus 
Scorpio Ascendant). Progressed Venus was 
also trine to natal Jupiter in 1939, a 
strong testimony of victory. Throughout 
1939 and 1940, after each success, he 
offered peace overtures. Unfortunately 
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for him however Saturn was also ap- 
proaching a square to Mars. He had star- 
ted something from which he could not be 
allowed to withdraw. In 1943 Saturn came 
to the exact square of Mars and the 
great reverses in Russia began. By 1945 
Venus had left its trine with Jupiter 
and was squaring Saturn. 

All of these aspects are much more 
significant in the Scorpio chart where 
Saturn is only 3° away from the natal 
Midheaven, the clear determinant of his 
fate, than they are in the Libra one 
where the two are 9° apart. 

Regressed secondaries tell the same 
story: 

In 1933 the regressed Sun (MC rul- 
er) was sextile Venus and approaching a 
sextile to Mars in the VIIth house. 
Everyone was on his side. In that year 
and the next he began his re-armament 
program and in 1934 Mercury trined Uran- 
us and Mars trined Saturn. He negotiated 
a secret accord with Russia and was able 
to set up factories in the Ukraine which 
supplied him with machine tools and many 
of the other items he had been prevented 
from manufacturing in Germany under the 
terms of the Versailles treaty. 

In 1939 when he went to war Saturn 
was approaching the square to Mars, 
exactly as in the progressed chart. Over 
the next six years the square closed 
steadily. 

In 1940 the Sun was quincunx to the 
MC but it also formed sextiles to Jup- 
iter and the Moon in 1942-43, which kept 
him going. In 1945 however, when the end 
came, regressed Sun was less than 30! 
from being exactly square to Pluto, the 
ruler of the chart, in the VIIIth house. 

Looking now at transits: in 1933-34 
Pluto was forming a square to natal 
Mercury in the VIth. Hitler himself was 
from the start always personally iden- 
tified with an anti-Jewish policy which 


gradually developed into a plan to ex- 
terminate all Jews. The Western world 
press was therefore mobilized against 
him right from the start. A boycott of 
German manufactured goods was initiated 
jn America and anti-German feeling was 
fostered all over the world. At the same 
time however Uranus was conjoining natal 
Mercury and his secret re-arming of 
Germany went on apace, aided by the 
secret accord with Russia, already men- 
tioned. The fact that his hour had come 
was clearly indicated by a trine from 
Jupiter to Pluto. But the outcome would 
be fateful--Saturn was on the IC, oppos- 
ing his natal place on the Midheaven. 

In 1939 Pluto had just passed the 
square to Hitler's Sun and was squaring 
his Ascendant when he attacked Poland. 
Saturn was precisely in opposition to 
his Ascendant and moving to conjoin his 
Sun (I am of course referring to the 
Ascendant of 1906' Scorpio here). Jupi- 
ter was exactly square to natal Jupiter 
and moving to the square of the Moon. 
Mars had come to a station after squar- 
ing VIth house Mercury and would move 
back over the square once again before 
the month of September was out. Things 
seemed to go well but it is always temp- 
ting fate to start a war, and really the 
odds were always stacked against him. 

In May 1940 Jupiter conjoined his 
Sun (the MC ruler) and Saturn trined 
Jupiter. France fell. However, an oppo- 
sition of Jupiter to the Ascendant, 
occurring simultaneously in the Scorpio 
chart, clearly showed it would be a 
hollow victory. And Pluto was still 


squaring both the Sun and the Ascendant. 


In 1941 war with Russia began with 
Jupiter first crossing over the position 
of natal Neptune and then Pluto. Pluto 
was sextile his own place, and initially 
things went well. But then both Saturn 
and Uranus conjoined Neptune and Pluto 


while Jupiter came to the square of 
Mercury. The disaster of Stalingrad 
followed. 

In 1943 the tide irrevocably turned 
against Germany as Uranus repeatedly 
conjoined Pluto, at the same time Jupi- 
ter continued to square Mercury. 

By the end of 1944 it was already 
the finish when Pluto conjoined the MC 
and Neptune squared the Moon--both Pluto 
and Neptune originated on cusp VIII. 
Hitler committed suicide and Germany 
surrendered in May 1945 while Saturn 
exactly opposed his natal Moon and Pluto 
came to the exact quincunx of his natal 
Jupiter. 

I think this chart does work.

CAMILLE PELLAND waites: 


Another triumph for astrology! 
DeVore's "Encyclopedia of Astrology", to 
which Charles Jayne contributed a large 
number of--if not most--articles, was 
published in 1947. Under the article 
"Planetary", subheading "Metals", the 
following are assigned to the modern 
planets: 


Uranus Radium, Uranium 
Neptune Lithium, platinum 
Pluto Tungsten, Plutonium. 


Lithium for Neptune is astounding. 
Neptune has long been associated with 
hallucinations, schizophrenia and other 
unusual states of mind, but it is only 
since the 1970s that lithium has been 
used therapeutically to control schizo- 
phrenia. 

Does any reader know who first pro- 
posed the Neptune-lithium association, 
and why? 
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GRANT G. WEISBROT waites: 


What has happened to the seasonally 
changing tree on the cover? It looks as 
stark as Winter in mid-Summer. I always 
looked forward to the tree; it's an 
image that's been subliminally influenc- 
ing readers for the past four years. 

It comes as a surprise to me that 
Barbara Koval's item "Let's Be Real" in 
Vol. IV No. 2 seems to overreact to 
scientific methodology; the article 
appears to reflect apprehension over 
anything threatening preconceived val- 
ues. That astrology is not accepted by 
the scientific community is no reason 
for astrologers to disregard scientific 
and statistical methods in our work. 

Ms. Koval classified three types of 
astrology: Saturnine, Neptunian, and 
Uranian. The definitions for these three 
classes however do not seem to agree 
with the symbolism that is normally 
ascribed. She assigns truth as a virtue 
of Saturn but, according to Rex Bills! 
The Rulership Book, truth is the domain 
of Jupiter while falsehood and skepti- 
cism belong to Saturn. 

Saturnine astrology is a limited 
view of the Cosmos such as would have 
been held before the Greeks delved into 
theories of celestial harmony and cor- 
respondence; perhaps Saturnian thought 
is best illustrated by the practice of 
Indian astrology. Despite their marvel- 
lous 17th and 18th century observatories 
their planetary and domification theo- 
ries have remained stagnant through the 
centuries. India is said to be ruled by 
Saturn. 

Neptunian astrology: Neptune rep- 
resents sea and hot air, illusions, 
hopes and dreams, the occult, metaphys- 
ics, that which is hidden, theater, 
pageantry and seances. I tend to associ- 
ate this form of astrology with the 
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British astrologers of the 18th and 19th 
centuries, a time when educated men 
would take on celestial and angelic nom- 
de-plumes (Zadkiel, Astrologus, Mehmet, 
Mercurius Herschel, Fomalhaut, Sephari- 
al), kept their mathematical skills 
honed with astrological calculations and 
enthralled their clients with theatrics 
and ponderous predictions. The assump- 
tion of an alias is definately Neptun- 
jan, especially when the anonym depicts 
a heavenly spirit. 

Uranian astrology: Uranus is revo- 
lution. Uranus is inventions. Uranus is 
the rebel, electricity, micro-chips, 
mathematics, astrology and communica- 
tion. It is the higher octave of Mer- 
cury. It is not fad or illusion or fan- 
tasy; that is the realm of Neptune, 
along with false hopes, dreams and un- 
realized wishes. If fad was a Uranian 
trait, nobility would have resumed power 
by overthrowing democratic revolts long 
ago. Uranian astrologers are skeptics as 
Ms. Koval points out, but I for one do 
believe in dinosaurs (I've seen their 
skeletons) and rocks from other planets 
and electrons. By the way, our moon is 
not made of cheese. The question is not 
"Does Astrology work?" The question 
should be how can we verify the fact 
that astrology works.

In the explanatory page of "The 
American Ephemeris for the 20th 
Century", Neil Michelsen says about 
solar eclipses, "The time of greatest 


phase is given which, in general, is not 
the exact time of conjunction in long- 
jtude." This time for an eclipse, as per 
the ephemeris, often differs substanti- 
ally from the peak lunation time given 
in the article. Could you clear up the 
matter for me? 

P.S.--Could you give some sources 
for learning how to create these tables 


for any year?

AXEL HARVEY responds 
to JOHN WALLIS: 


You have raised more than one in- 
teresting point, Mr. Wallis. They in- 
volve two broad areas: (1) matters of 
accuracy; (2) matters of definition. 

First, to deal with your main con- 
cern, peak lunations and greatest phase 
are not quite the same thing. Peak luna- 
tions are geocentric: they would be the 
greatest phase if you could observe a 
Sun-Moon phase from the centre of the 
Earth. "Greatest phase" and "greatest 
obscuration" are local phenomena, based 
on conditions prevailing wherever an 
eclipse is actually visible, and they 
include the effect of parallax. 

Thus for the eclipse of 3rd October 
1986, Michelsen gives a greatest phase 
time of 18:21 UT and I give a peak time 
of 19: 5.2 UT--an impressive 44-minute 
difference. But this particular eclipse 
was a sunset event. Even at the point of 
greatest eclipse, between Greenland and 
Iceland, the Luminaries were less than 
6° above the horizon and parallax was 
correspondingly large. This no doubt 
accounts for the difference between 
Michelsen's figure and mine. Incidental- 
ly, the Observer's Handbook of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of Canada gives the 
time of greatest eclipse as 19: 5.3 UT, 
only one tenth of a minute later than my 


hour. In astronomical jargon, peak luna- 
tions are equivalent to times of "great- 
est eclipse"--not to be confused with 
"greatest phase"--provided, of course, 
there is an eclipse that month. 

I admit I may have confused the 
issue by talking carelessly about ec- 
lipses. I should have mentioned that I 
was ignoring parallax (there is no par- 
allax at the centre of the Earth). The 
basic definition stands: a lunation 
reaches its peak when the Sun-Moon dis- 
tance reaches a minimum or maximum. 

As to accuracy, no-one can fault 
Neil Michelsen. His ephemerides contain 
state-of-the-art astronomical data, re- 
worked for the astrologer's convenience. 
In certain situations I rely on them in 
preference to software--mine or anyone 
else's. The figures in my article, how- 
ever, were developed entirely from my 
own astronomical software. Before the 
final run of my peak lunation routine I 
checked Sun and Moon positions against 
standard ephemerides, including Michel- 
sen's, and found no discrepancies that 
would cause a significant time error. I 
don't think anyone can fault me on ac- 
curacy either. 

But accidents can happen and I 
would be happy if people checked up on 
my figures. If you want to do this you 
can take one of the New Moon times in my 
table, calculate the great-circle dis- 
tance between the centres of the Sun and 
Moon (both of them geocentric, apparent, 
and measured from the true equinox and 
ecliptic of date) at that time, and then 
repeat the same process for one minute 
earlier and one minute later. Of the 
resulting distances, the smallest should 
be the one obtained at the time given by 
me. For Full Moons follow the same rule 
using a point 180° in longitude from the 
Moon to replace the real Moon. 

I'm sorry I can't recommend any 
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sources for calculating these things. I 
simply did it by computing Sun and Moon 
positions at 0.2-day intervals, finding 
an approximate time of minimum distance 
by numerical differentiation, starting 
over again around the approximate time 
with smaller intervals, and so on until 
I was satisfied I couldn't get a more 
precise time. If there is a shorter way 
I would be delighted to hear about it. 

When it comes to definitions, how- 
ever, it is much more difficult to judge 
who is right or wrong. The definitions 
you adopt before calculating a certain 
astrological factor depend on what as- 
trological technique you wish to use it 
in, on questions of convenience, on 
empirical results obtained in previous 
practice, and (yes, Virginia, there is a 
Neptune!) on taste. This does not mean 
we are sunk in a sea of misunderstand- 
ing. Look at any astronomical almanac 
and you will see phenomena defined in 
different ways for various purposes. But 
the differences are always rigorously 
spelled out, and the reasons for them 
are usually provided as well. If the 
same could be said of astrological books 
our art would be much improved. 

To return to lunations, there are 
arguments for both the greatest phase 
and for peak lunations. Since the great- 
est phase describes the maximum eclipse 
as seen by a an observer at a particular 
point, it may provide the better symbol- 
ic time--it describes the celestial 
message accessible to human beings 
standing on the spot where the eclipse 
seems darkest. 

On the other hand the peak lunation 
is a moment valid for the whole Earth, 
which the greatest phase is not; this 
makes it useful for mundane work, and I 
think I have made a good tentative case 
for its value on that score. It is also 
more attractive on theoretical grounds 
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for those who believe, as I do, that the 
horoscope of a given moment is (at least 
mainly) stepped down to us by the Earth 
and not aimed directly at us from the 
sky.

110-DAY CYCLES 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


ALAN RICHTER 


PREVIOUS studies have shown that turn- 
ing points in the stock market are af- 
fected by the positions of both the Moon 
and Mercury. For example, a correlation 
was found between the Moon in Sagittari- 
us and trading cycle highs over a four- 
teen-month period, from 9th August 1982 
to 10th October 1983, [*1] 

The present article describes the 
relation of two turning-point days to 
each other--specifically turning points 
which are 110 days apart, a period which 
is 1.25 times the 88-day orbit of Mer- 
cury about the Sun. It is not apparent 
yet why this fractional distance is 
important. All we know is that changes 
in the level of prices on the stock 
exchange are repeatedly associated with 
this particular time interval. For 
example, the first trading cycle low in 
the present bull market occurred on 9th 
August 1982. Another low occurred on 
23rd November 1982, 106 days later. A 
third low occurred on 17th March 1983, 
114 days after the second low; 220 days

after the first low. See Table 1. 

The relationship of this 110-day 
interval to Mercury becomes clear when 
the three cycle lows are placed on this 
planet's orbital path, as diagrammed 
opposite. The Mercury orbit has been 
divided into four theoretically equal 
quadrants of 22 days each. The point A/P 
occurs 22 days (a quarter of the orbit) 
after the Aphelion although in strict in 
strict astronomic terms Mercury moves 
faster as it approaches Perihelion. 
Nonetheless the model has working util- 
ity. The low of 23rd November 1982 is 
now seen to have occurred three days 
prior to Mercury reaching its aphelion 
position (its furthest point from the 
Sun) on 26th November. The previous low 
of 9th August 1982 had occurred 21 days 
prior to the Mercury aphelion, or just 
one day after the theoretical halfway 
point, P/A--midway between Mercury's 
aphelion and its perihelion position, 
when it is closest to the Sun. The 
subsequent low on 17th March 1983 occur- 
red 23 days after Mercury's aphelion (or 
21 days before its perihelion)--again 
one day after the theoretical halfway 
point, expressed as A/P this time be- 
cause of Mercury's reverse direction. 

These four points in time, A, P, 
A/P and P/A, may be considered as quad- 
rant points in Mercury's cycle about the 
Sun. 

It was initially hypothesized that 
trading cycle turning points tended to 
be associated with Mercury being at or 
in the vicinity of its four quadrant 
points. These 22-day-apart quadrant 
positions approximate to a three-week 
cycle, and just such a three-week cycle 
involving five consecutive lows, operat- 
ed in the stock market between 10th 
October 1984 and 4th January 1985. [*2]

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Such a cycle, however, while fitting the 
theoretical model perfectly for a limit- 
ed time, is the exception and not the 
rule. The manner in which trading cycle 
lows relate to Mercury's orbital path is 
a complex one; difficult enough to eluc- 
idate after the event, let alone in 
advance. 

To return to the example of the 
three trading cycle lows roughly 110 
days apart: this series ended and failed 
to generate a clear and distinct low 
close to 5th July 1983, the expected 
date. A low in the Dow did occur that 
day but the low in the NYSE composite 
index had occurred on 29th June--and a 
high occurred on the 7th July. Rather 
than trying to force the data to fit the 
model, one must be aware that even if a 
predicted trading low does occur, it can 
be either strong or weak. If it is 
strong, one can profit from it. If it is 
weak, one's financial loss may be such 
that there'll be no consolation in know- 
ing the cycle theorist was correct. 
Obviously, to attempt to relate the 
predictions to actual trading would be 
foolish. 

Although the majority of the 110- 
day cycle series do peter out and disap- 
pear, three such cycles have been ongo- 
ing since at least 1983! 


THE EFFECTIVE M-CYCLE 


The first of these, the 30th Sep- 
tember 1982 M-cycle, began on that date 
and continues to strike 6-15 days after 
each of the four quadrant points. The 
mean strike point is eleven days after 
each quadrant point, that is, halfway 
between A and A/P, halfway between A/P 
and P, halfway between P and P/A, and 
halfway between P/A and A. It has been 
designated the M-cycle because it is a 
Mid-quadrant cycle.

Between 30th September 1982 and 23rd 
July 1987 this cycle operated in an 
uninterrupted fashion, generating seven- 
teen turning points each 110 days apart 
from the other (Table 2). 

There is however an important prob- 
lem. Thirteen of the seventeen turning 
points were lows, but the other four 
were highs. Our life would be much simp- 
ler (and richer) were cycle lows to 
occur always 110 days apart, or even to 
follow an intermittent sequence in which 


a few were skipped. There is an added 
complication when a cycle high and not 
the expected low occurs on the predicted 
date. Such cycle highs occurred on 6th 
May 1983 and 6th November 1984, 5th 
September 1986 and 7th April 1987. 

How does one rationalize the inclu- 
sion of these highs in a series of lows? 

The answer is appropriately mercur- 
jal: these are cycle reversal dates. If 
buying begins on a low and tops out at 
point-X, then selling will begin at X 
and expire 110 days from the initial 
low, giving two lows separated by an 
interval of 110 days. (X is a cycle 
reversal date determined by factors 
other than those discussed here.) How- 
ever, should buying begin at a low and 
there be no intervening X-point, the 
buying phase will continue until it 
expires 110 days from the initial low. 
In this instance, 110 days after the 
initial low there will be a top, or a 
cycle reversal date when buying shifts 
to selling. Most of the time lows are 
110 days apart but every now and again, 
for the reason just stated, an important 
low will be followed 110 days later by 
an important high. 


THE TWO Q-CYCLES 


The other two cycles which have 
persisted for several years have been 
named the 26th August 1982 Q-cycle and 
the the 9th August 1983 Q-cycle. Each 
involves cycle lows which occur close 
the four quadrant points, A, A/P, P, and 
P/A; hence the "Q", 

The 26th August Q-cycle began on 
that date but skipped two expected turn- 
ing points, in January and May 1985. 

I had originally noted a cycle 
operating between 26th August 1982 and 
10th October 1984 which indicated that 
the 110-day intervals between successive

market lows occurred within an error 
range of seven days, one that extended 
from five days before the quadrant point 
to two days after. A second cycle ap- 
peared to have began on 29th August 1985 
and been effective on 16th December 1985 
and 7th April 1986, 4-6 days before the 
quadrant point. Further investigation 
showed that these two cycles were really 
one cycle, with two dates skipped. The 
combined series coincides with market 
lows that occur between six days before 
the quadrant point to two days after. 
The mean effective date for the entire 
series, from 26th August 1982 to the 
present, is two days before each quad- 
rant point, i.e., two days before A, 
A/P, P, and P/A. See Table 3, above.

The third of the long-term cycles 
is the 9th August 1983 Q-cycle, which 
operates from eight days before the 
quadrant point to one day after. This 
cycle may appear to resemble the 26th 
August 1982 Q-cycle, which also operates 
just before or on the quadrant points, 
but the two cycles are quite separate. 
Compare the 9th January 1986 low, four 
days before the aphelion, in the 9th 
August 1983 series, with the 7th April 
1986 low, also four days before the 
aphelion, in the 26th August 1982 ser- 
ies. These two lows are exactly one 
Mercury orbit apart, which is beautiful 
from a geocosmic point of view, but 
something that doesn't happen too often. 
Each low is a component of a separate 
110-day cycle. The 9th January 1986 low 
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generates a turning point 29th April-2nd 
May 1986, whereas the 7th April 1986 low 
generates a turning point 24-25th July 
1986. See Table 4, opposite. 

I have discussed only three long- 
running cycle series within the current 
bull market, but there are numerous 
other 110-day cycles that appear at 
significant major lows or highs but 
which then disappear after making three 
or four turning points in sequence. The 
phenomenon of cycles is complex. We do 
not know why significant cycles become 
less important, why they should be re- 
placed by new ones which seem to appear 
out of nowhere. The complexity of the 
phenomena is not a justification for 
dismissing the relation that exists 
between human affairs and planetary 
cycles, as establishment science does. 
Studies such as the present one are a 
part of a continuing effort to identify 
and understand the relationship of plan- 
etary cycles with events in the everyday 
world.

"AUDITORY" AND "VISUAL" TYPES 
IN THE HOROSCOPE 


A QUANTITATIVE TEST OF 
ASTROLOGICAL SEMANTICS 


VINCENT GODBOUT 


BINARY classification is as ancient as 
human civilization. Thus the concepts of 
Yin and Yang are found in early Chinese 
thought; the concepts of the Dry and the 
Moist--which have a somewhat similar 
meaning--occur in the oldest fragments 
of Greek philosophy. It would be surp- 
rising if these dichotomies did not 
correspond, in some degree, to modern 
psychological and neurological classifi- 
cations. 

The present article is more seman- 
tic than empirical. It is an attempt to 
see how consistently the language of 
astrology can match a modern classifying 
scheme, namely the neurosensorial pro- 
file of Raymond Lafontaine. [*1] This 
particular binary system conceives of 
human beings as primarily “auditory" or 
"visual", the difference being neuro- 
physiological at the outset--and marked- 
ly so in the first years of life--but 
having profound implications in each 
individual's educational and psycholo- 
gical development. It has been found, in 
particular, that learning ability and 
creativity are heightened if a young 
person's neurosensorial type is taken 
into account by teachers; and the better 
teachers, it appears, are those who 
appeal to auditory and visual types in 


equal amounts. The subject has thus 
received some practical attention from 
educators. 

While differences between these 
types are thought to have a neurological 
starting point, certain external traits 
have been found to accompany them. Thus 
visuals are precise, diplomatic, spon- 
taneous, anxious and technical in out- 
look; auditories are thoughtful, sin- 
cere, messy, calm, theoretical in ap- 
proach, and so on. Some of these traits 
will be referred to throughout this 
article, but only those which have a 
bearing on the present study are enumer- 
ated here. 

To compare astrological and psycho- 
logical methods, one must first ascer- 
tain that the two disciplines deal with 
similar things. If an astrologer and a 
psychologist wish to perform an experi- 
ment together they may start by "making

sure we talk the same language" and 
telling each other what they mean when 
they use specific expressions. This 
personal method is sometimes disappoint- 
ing. I prefer a more systematic ap- 
proach, namely the analysis of keyword 
duplication. It is not a strictly empir- 
ical method, but it might often be used 
to great advantage BEFORE empirical work 
is started. 


METHODOLOGY 


Researchers have determined a num- 
ber of traits belonging predominantly to 
auditory or visual individuals. The 
first part of the study involved compil- 
ing a thesaurus of as many such traits 
as possible. 

For the second part of the task, it 
was necessary to consult an astrological 
dictionary providing one or more horos- 
copic factors for any given human trait. 
No existing reference book fills this 
role satisfactorily; therefore, I used a 
card file of 6000 keywords which I have 
gathered over the years. This file is an 
exhaustive compilation of the informa- 
tion contained in works by a number of 
reputed authors (Charles Carter, Rein- 
hold Ebertin, Margaret Hone, Derek and 
Julia Parker, Alan Oken). These books do 
not depart significantly from generally 
accepted astrological ideas, and are 
therefore convenient for our purpose. 
The file is in effect an astrological 
textbook turned inside-out. 

With such a file it became possible 
to sort the listed words into a pack of 
"auditory" cards and another of "visual" 
cards. (Some words in the original list 
of character traits had no corresponding 
astrological factors and were therefore 
dropped from the present study.) In what 
follows, the term "keyword card" means a 
file entry headed by a single auditory 
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or visual trait--the keyword--and con- 
taining one or more astrological fac- 
tors, i.e. aspects or planet-sign com- 
binations. There resulted: 

96 "visual" keyword cards contain- 
ing a total of 470 references to planet- 
ary positions by sign and 261 references 
to aspects; 

84 "auditory" keyword cards con- 
taining a total of 400 references to 
planetary positions by sign and 136 
references to aspects. 

The term "astrological reference" 
here means a reference to a sign posi- 
tion or aspect in the keyword cards. It 
should be understood that certain astro- 
logical factors appear much more often 
in the references than do others. Exam- 
ple keyword cards are shown in the ap- 
pendix following this article, with some 
indications on how they are set up. 

It must be stressed that three 
different types of things are being 
dealt with--(1) keyword cards, e.g. 
"Enthusiasm"; (2) astrological factors, 
e.g. SO Cp, ME UR; (3) astrological 
references: the single factor "SO Cp" 
may be mentioned in several keyword 
cards, and each mention is a reference. 

The keywords used in this study are 
listed separately. 

The third phase consisted in re- 
ordering the information contained in 
the keyword cards to make two tables: 
Table 1 gives the planetary aspects, 
Table 2 the planets in signs. In these 
two tables astrological references asso- 
ciated with visual traits are labeled 
"vy" and are listed first; those associ- 
ated with auditory traits are labeled 
"A" and listed second. The numbers of 
observed astrological references are 
marked where appropriate. These tables 
contain a wealth of information 

The fourth phase is that of analy- 
sis, in which probabilistic methods can

be used to eliminate non-significant 
factors. 

To make the necessary selection we 
apply the binomial distribution (n, p, 
q) for each astrological factor. In 
other words, for every factor represent-— 
ed in the tables we calculate: 

n, the number of references to a 
given astrological factor in the table 
under study (Table 1 or 2, V and A fac- 
tors being counted together in either 
case); N is the total number of refer- 
ences within a particular table. 

p, the probability of obtaining an 
auditory (A) reference when picking 
references at random from the data sum- 
marized in the table under study; thus 
in Table 1 p = 136/397 or 0.3426, and in 
Table 2 p = 400/870 or 0.4598; 

q, the complement of p, and hence 
the probability of not obtaining an 
auditory reference but instead a visual 
(V) one when picking references at ran- 
dom from the data represented by the 
specific table; in Table 1 q = 0.6574.

The underlying principle here is 
that the more the two results obtained 
for a specific astrological factor are 
"unbalanced" relative to what would be 


expected if the astrological factors had 
been distributed at random in the table, 
the more difficult it becomes to attri- 
bute this difference simply to chance. 
This is the guiding principle of all 
statistical analysis: find the probabil- 
ity of a phenomenon being in the tail 
end of a distribution curve so as to 
measure its significance (or "rarity", 
if you will). In the present case, a 
binomial distribution will allow us to 
determine the probability of any given 
astrological factor being unbalanced in 
favor of visual or auditory traits. 

To do this, let X, represent the 
number of auditory ("A") references to a 
specific astrological factor. 

We shall consider P(X LT X,) when 
the factor in question leans towards the 
visual, and P(X GT X,) when it leans to- 
wards the auditory. In either case P 
represents the probability of V or A 
traits being associated with any given 
factor. Table 4 contains a list of the 
32 most significant planetary pairs and 
sign positions. This table would be our 
main source of information if we wished, 
at this point, to construct an algorithm 
for recognizing auditory and visual 
individuals from their birth maps. 

It is now also possible to order 
the data for any sign (regardless of 
planet) and any planet (regardless of 
contact) by applying the binomial cri- 
terion as before. This time we shall be 
working with partial totals of astro- 
logical references obtained for each 
individual sign and planet (because 
these totals are bigger than the figures 
we used previously, we can approximate 
the binomial distribution by means of 
the normal curve). The results can be 
seen in Table 5. The V and A figures in 
the top half of Table 5 are taken from 
the totals in Table 2; those in the 
bottom half are gotten from Table 1 by

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counting each mention of each planet. 

What interpretation can we put on 
these findings? The most striking obser- 
vation to be made about Table 5 is the 
close correspondence between the con- 
cepts "auditory" and "Moist" (Air or 
Water) on one hand, and "visual" and 
"Dry" (Fire or Earth) on the other. 
Indeed, one modern astrologer's assess- 
ment of the qualities of Moist and Dry 
sounds remarkably like a description of 
Lafontaine's neurosensorial types. 

"The Moist is a principle of exten- 
sion and enlargement, of receptivity, 
diffusion, and consequently of relax- 
ation, pliability, inner ease...and 
fluidity. It is also a principle of 
plasticity and of permeability or ab- 
sorption... It unifies things, dissolves 
them, tending towards simplification and 
unity by fusing separate elements into a 
single mass. It is a factor which helps 
the individual... adapt to his environ- 
ment by integrating himself or becoming 
one with it. It softens and moderates 
things." 

On the other hand: "The Dry...is a 
principle of retraction and of sub- 
stance..., of reduction, resistance and, 
consequently, of tension, brittleness, 
hardness and constraint... It impairs 
our contact with our environment... but 
it reinforces one's awareness of "I" by 
emphasizing one's individual separate- 
ness;...it is a factor of selectivity 
and refinement... Being intensive, its 
action proceeds jerkily, in sudden 
breaks, ruptures, separations, divi- 
sions; it tends to disintegrate, and is 
the very soul of complexity. It promotes 
excess and extremism." [*3] 

One must not assume that Moist is 
synonymous with auditory, or Dry with

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visual; even the passages I have taken 
from Barbault, if read in their entir- 
ety, would not support this conclusion. 
Nor, as we shall see, is the line-up of 
astrological factors under the headings 
of visual and auditory perfectly neat. 
The resemblance between the two concepts 
is nonetheless striking. 

In this connection it is interest- 
ing to place the signs by order of sig- 
nificance, from the most heavily visual 
to the most heavily auditory, along with 
their traditional and modern rulers. The 
following is based on the first half of 
Table 5:

In the above listing rulers of Dry signs 
tend to gravitate towards the visual 
region and those of Moist signs in the 
opposite direction. The correspondence 
is even more striking where the signs 
are concerned, for if we exclude the 
middling ones--Leo, Scorpio and Capri- 
corn--then two out of three visual signs 
are Dry, and three out of four auditory 
signs are Moist. 


EXAMPLE KEYWORD CARDS 


Card files were made by extracting 
keywords from the works of generally 
accepted 20th-century authors (Charles 
Carter, Reinhold Ebertin, Margaret Hone, 
Derek and Julia Parker, and Alan Oken), 
noting the planet-sign or planet-planet 
combinations that were associated with 


the keywords, and treating the results 
as described in the article. The 
keywords selected for treatment had to 
belong to a group of words related to 
auditory-visual traits. In planet-planet 
pairs a "+" indicated harmonious 
aspects, a "-" negative aspects, and a 
"C" conjunctions.

Here, the presence of extremely visual 
Uranus as co-ruler of extremely auditory 
Aquarius is an interesting anomaly. The 
only other anomaly is the presence of 
Mercury (insignificant in its own right) 
as ruler of highly visual Virgo. These 
are two rulerships which have been ques- 
tioned by some astrologers. [*4]

The diagram opposite shows the 
approximate distribution of planets in 
the traditional circle of the elements. 
Planets are classified as Dry or Moist 
in their own right, independently of the 
signs they rule; the assignment of

We have shown, at the very least, 
that astrological categories are consis- 
tent, and that they are able to match 
analogous categories from another dis- 
cipline in a way which is far from cap- 
ricious or accidental. So far, however, 
our work has been purely notional. Two 
final steps remain: the design of an 
algorithm, based on the keyword analysis 


presented here, to distinguish between 
visual and auditory persons; and the 
testing of the algorithm. I shall deal 
with these tasks in a later article.

APPENDIX : 


ON THE USE OF 
THE BINOMIAL DISTRIBUTION 
IN THIS STUDY 


To make our reasoning clearer here is a 
detailed example of how we established a 
P(X GE XQ) of 0.0536 for Moon-Neptune 
aspects (see Table 4). In Table 1 you 
will find 


LU NP... V=3 
A=6 


which means that in the pack of trait 
cards the LU-NP pair was mentioned under 
three visual headings and six auditory 
headings. In other words these three "V" 
traits and six "A" traits are part of

the set of connotations associated with 
LU-NP. Thus in the case of LU-NP we had 
to consider the binomial where n = 9, p 
= 0.34257 and q = 0.65743. For, in Table 
1, p was 136/397 or 0.34257 and q was 
261/397 or 0.65743. This means that if 
we had drawn a reference at random from 
all the references covered by Table 1, 
we would have had a 34.257 percent 
chance of obtaining an auditory trait 
and a 65.743 percent chance of obtaining 
a visual trait. When we came to LU-NP, 
it is as if we had picked 9 references 
at random out of a total N = 136 + 261 = 
397 occurrences of both types. 

The binomial distribution can tell 
us what are the probabilities attached 
to the various possible results of our 
random pick, From Fig. 1 it can be seen 
that the most likely draw is A = 3 and V 
= 6. This is not surprising, since the 
ratio 3:6 is the one which most resem- 
bles the ratio of p = 0.34257 to q = 
0.65743. 

We can now make use of the distri- 
bution to calculate the likelihood (or 
unlikelihood) of the result actually 
obtained, V = 3 and A = 6. This requires

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measuring not just the probability of 
our draw as it turned out, but rather 
the probability of getting this result 
plus all other possible results that are 
even more biased in the same direction-- 
in other words, measuring the right-hand 
"tail" of our distribution starting at 
the actual result and going outwards to 
tre thinnest segment. 

Numerically this means adding up 
all the probabilities of getting A = 6, 
A=7, A = 8 and A = 9; the result is 
0.0536, or very nearly so. 

("Very nearly", because printed 
tables were used to calculate the values 
used in this article. All values were 
rounded conservatively, i.e. the round- 
ings were biased against significance. )

BOOKS CONSIDERED: 


RAISING BETTER QUESTIONS 


Cosmic Loom: The New Science of 
Astrology by DENNIS ELWELL. 

London: Unwin Hyman, 1987. 208 pages, 
maps, index. Sterling 12.95 in UK. 


Dennis Elwell has always fought for 
his vision of astrology. He has done so, 
moreover, with an admirable wit and 
perceptiveness, usually in brief arti- 
cles or letters to British journals. How 
often this reviewer has been regaled by 
one or another of those dazzling erup- 
tions: Mr. Elwell against blind trad- 
ition; Mr. Elwell against psychobabble; 
Mr. Elwell against Mr. Geoffrey Dean 
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(this duo was once described by a reader 
of the Astrological Journal as "the 
Christ and the Anti-Christ")! Behind 
these seemingly negative polemics there 
appeared a single yea-saying motive, 
namely the desire to see astrology de- 
velop and thrive on its own terms. 

What Dennis Elwell believes those 
terms are, or should be, can now be 
examined without the interfering dust of 
battle. He has produced a forceful, 
exceedingly well-informed statement 
about astrology. It is the work of a 
deeply committed and above all a mature 
astrologer: one wishes more of us would 
wait a few years before sending our 
thoughts to the printer. But it is by no 
means a final word; it raises many more 
questions than its author seems to rea- 
lize. This, however, is precisely what 
lifts the book above the level of the 
merely valuable. 

Elwell's claims for astrology can 
be summarized in four or five points. To 
begin with, "astrology is entirely com- 
patible with the leading edge of modern 
physics", and indeed "mainstream science 
will eventually be obliged to embrace 
the astrological if it is to unify its 
picture of the universe". On the other 
hand astrology is "maybe the last hope 
of religion", What connects these two 
very different assertions is the way 
astrology works, according to Elwell, in 
bringing to our consciousness various 
symbols announcing the situation of the 
cosmos and of human development at any 
given time; in his words, “the heavens 
provide a language for explaining quali- 


tative connections, without themselves 


causing anything." (P. 58.) Finally, all 
fields of knowledge and action can bene- 
fit immensely from astrology--an affir- 
mation we certainly all agree with. 
These points fall into two cate- 
gories, the scientific and the social or 


religious; from them one would expect 
the book to proceed on two broad fronts, 
on one hand explaining how astrology 
fits in with the latest discoveries in 
physics, on the other informing us of 
the social and moral implications of our 
new-old science. As might be expected, 
however, there is nothing like physics 
here. This is only natural: neither the 
author nor his typical reader is prepar- 
ed to embark on an elaborate demonstra- 
tion which would involve string theory 
and collapsed fifth or sixth dimensions. 
Yet there is something wrong about this 
in a book which--despite its pretensions 
to the contrary--repeatedly appeals to 
science. Surely it is not enough just to 
state that some astrological ideas are 
paralleled by modern physical theories. 
How is this shown to be the case? At 
least some of those modern theories 
should be sketched in detail, the anal- 
ogies between them and astrology proper- 
ly traced. Sundry remarks by eminent 
quantum physicists are not sufficient. 
Instead of demonstration we are 
offered finger-wagging lessons, often 
amusing and inspiring but sometimes 
confused and one-sided. Thus while being 
told in one breath how the old Newtonian 
concepts have been superseded by new 
ones, more applicable to the mysterious 
workings of astruogy, we are reminded 
in the next breath of the eminent scien- 
tists who once proclaimed that meteor- 
ites were mythical, or that aircraft 
could not possibly fly. Silly scien- 
tists, indeed! Yet Elwell seems to have 
missed the point that all these erst- 
while impossibilities (meteorites and 
planes) are now perfectly acceptable on 
old-fashioned, mechanistic grounds. No 
higher dimensions were needed to explain 
meteors, no post-Newtonian space-time 
serves in building helicopters. There 
are cases where luck, hard work and 


simple scientific principles can deliver 
the goods, while hypermodern world-views 
don't. Only time will tell exactly how 
the goods will get delivered about as- 
trology. 

In fact Elwell stacks the deck so 
that if something is already explained 
on Newtonian grounds, then it isn't 
astrology. Thus the tides are not astro- 
logical. Fortunately this is no great 
loss to us (although, if tide prediction 
were considered an astrological special- 
ty by the rest of society, it would 
allow us to make a small fortune every 
year from the world's coast guards and 
port authorities--think of the opportun- 
ities for research that would provide!) 
The implications are puzzling. If some- 
one came along and offered a sound mech- 
anistic explanation for, say, Mars- 
Saturn conjunctions causing bad tempers, 
would Mr. Elwell immediately agree that 
the whole matter of Mars-Saturn conjunc- 
tions was now in the hands of the physi- 
cists, and that astrologers should have 
nothing to do with it? 

Can't astrology encompass more than 
one type of phenomenon? The danger with 
Elwell's limitations about what is pro- 
perly astrological is that some day, 
when interesting results begin to turn 
up about cosmic effects on earth, astro- 
logy may be stripped of all its inter- 
esting contents while physics, biology 
and psychology walk away with the inher- 
itance, transforming it beyond all re- 
cognition in the bargain because their 
training has left them unable to handle 
any cosmic message whatsoever. Maybe it 
would be wiser to claim the tides after 
all, even if we don't get paid for them. 

Elwell is on firmer ground when he 
does not have to deal with any scientif- 
ic specialties, for example when he 
presents astrology as the science of 
consciousness on a cosmic scale. At such 
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moments he is clear and convincing, 
While many of us will find his viewpoint 
familiar, no-one can fail to enjoy his 
style of argument, so much fresher than 
the tone adopted by most astrologers in 
the same line of thought. He writes as 
if the cosmos were a theatre lit up by a 
divine spotlights man who turns his 
beams simultaneously on various aspects 
of reality and on various moral issues, 
of which the stellar configuration is 
only the most visible and predictable. 
Thus during 1984-1986, whenever the 
spotlight turned on Uranus in Sagittari- 
us (i.e., whenever Uranus was picked out 
in one or another sort of local mundane 
map) then another spotlight would reveal 
some event, or some name, symbolically 
associated with the heavenly bowman or 
its adventure-loving qualities: the 
murdered policewoman Yvonne Fletcher, 
Arrow Air, Newfoundland, Jeffrey Archer 
and so on. Such gleanings from recent 
front pages are far more instructive-- 
and more rigorous--than the foggy his- 
torical affirmations made about the 
"age" of Neptune in Aries or the "age" 
of Pluto in Scorpio in certain popular 
textbooks, 

This approach also obliges Elwell 
to doff his philosopher's hat and in- 
dulge in his supreme talent: teaching 
astrology. In order to give non-astrol- 
ogers a feel for his subject, Elwell 
devotes many pages to describing a few 
astrological factors and the earthly 
things with which they are connected, 
His passage on the set of Saturn associ- 
ations at various levels--or the Saturn 
"holon", to use the excellent word bor- 
rowed by Elwell from Koestler--is the 
best writing of the kind I have ever 
seen, anywhere, It covers the field from 
lead and scapegoats to microtubules in 
our nerve cells and the gradual cooling 
of the universe. A book done entirely in 
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this spirit, devoted to the holon of 
each planet and sign, would have been a 
huge and merited success. But such was 
not Elwell's intention. In having at- 
tempted to explain what astrology is to 
the world at large, and what astrology 
should be to astrologers, he has produc- 
ed a book which is more flawed but also 
more fertile. 

That such a courageous book should 
have its faults is therefore a subject 
for rejoicing. It raises issues we 
should all face. Is it true that the 
horoscope is "sexually neutral", for 
instance, or that nationality and race 
are not to be detected astrologically? 
Elwell thinks so, but who has tried it? 

Perhaps the biggest flaw of all is 
one with which most astrologers have 
flirted with at one time or another: the 
myth of evolution. It is a widespread 
myth, but Particularly appealing to 
English-speaking people (in French, 
"evolution" just means movement to and 
fro, not necessarily upwards or towards 
the better). 

This is the view according to which 
all long-term processes of change, in- 
cluding the evolution of the universe, 
the turnover of living species on our 
planet, the progress of modern socie- 
ties, and the development of a single 
human personality, all unfold according 
to a single plan and are all images of 
one another. In its crudest form, it 
says in effect, "Just as animal species 
have evolved in a certain way, so ought 
society to change in such-and-such a 
way"; or, arguing in the contrary direc- 
tion, "Just as a baby gradually becomes 
independent, so should..." at which 
point one may insert the name of one's 
pet underdog country. It is a world view 
which lends itself to a number of dif- 
ferent ideologies, and it is thoroughly 
moral. However, the words "good" and 


"evil" have been replaced by roundabout 
phrases: now one either is or isn't in 
harmony with the urgings of psychologi- 
cal, historical or universal evolution. 

Elwell is resolutely British in his 
stance: for evolution. (He does take a 
brief pot-shot at Darwinism, but only to 
satisfy current fashion.) Astrology thus 
serves to confirm what we already ought 
to know, namely that the cosmos is un- 
folding as it should. 

Such a view of upward evolution 
inevitably leads to a Pollyanna ap- 
proach. "And always the questions have 
to be [when confronted by bizarre 
events], 'How might this serve life?', 
‘What is being gained here?'" The bi- 
zarre event used as an example by Elwell 
is the persecution of the witches in 
Europe, which "stained three centuries 
with blood." 

"If we set the great witch hunt in 
the context of the broad sweep in the 
development of human consciousness, the 
story beginning with a state approaching 
total mergence with nature and a real or 
imagined invisible world beyond, and 
reaching across the centuries to the 
separated, individualistically focused, 
self-aware consciousness of today, we 
can begin to discern how this strange 
savagery might have marked a stage in 
the evolutionary process." (Pp. 123- 
124.) 

In a later passage Elwell implies 
that he would gladly have helped light 
faggots under the witches’ toes. "Study 
what the cosmos is currently striving to 
bring into being, and let your own work 
be a vehicle for that.... We can try to 
harness the cosmos to our narrowly per- 
sonal wishes and aspirations, as elec- 
tional astrology sets out to do, or we 
can take our cue from the intent of the 
universe." (P. 141.) The Bolsheviks who 
survived Stalin's purges celebrated 


their good fortune in similar terms: the 
victims had been out of step with his- 
tory. 

Elwell mentions in passing, less 
than two pages after his remark on witch 
hunts, the horrors of Nazism as an exam- 
ple of "the dark, primitive, irrational, 
even depraved depths" opened to our eyes 
since the discovery of Pluto. Depraved? 
But won't it all turn out to have been a 
necessary step in our evolution, Mr. 
Elwell? 

In view of Elwell's evolutionary 
optimism it is not surprising to see him 
express a certain amount of what might 
be called populistic elitism. One's 
horoscope is there to show how one ought 
to fulfill oneself. Some people do this, 
others don't. Hence the world is full of 
"'failed'" Sagittarians against whom one 
may discern the rare true Sagittarian, 
(P. 159.) Of course this assumes (a) 
that we can know what a true Sagittarian 
ought to be independently of the flesh- 
and-blood Sagittarians we encounter in 
our daily lives; and (b) that a perfect 
Sagittarian, assuming we know how to 
define such a being, is a desirable 
thing. Given this attitude, it is not to 
be wondered at that Mr. Elwell cannot 
quite bring himself to see astrology as 
an empirical discipline! 

"In the sense that sheep are in- 
tended to be sheep, and cows are created 
to be cows, so we are intended to rep- 
resent our astrological nature in the 
world." (P. 162.) So get to work, all 
you sheep and cows! 

If this book is a congeries of 
British virtues and vices, we can be 
grateful for one of its better British 
virtues: its linguistic-analytical ap- 
proach to astrology. A rigorous study of 
how we speak about things is the first 
line of defence against nonsense. [*1] 
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Thus, as an example of the pitfalls 
of validating astrology, Elwell mentions 
an experiment carried out on suicide 
cases in New York. The experimenters 
failed to turn up any common astrologi- 
cal factor in the horoscopes of more 
than 300 people who had killed them- 
selves. The trouble, according to El- 
well, was that suicide may simply not be 
one of the categories by which astrology 
measures out reality. 

"What happens when a researcher 
tries to test some group of people 
against astrological factors? ... The 
researcher is simply asking the cosmos 
whether it recognizes that particular 
categorization... While it is easy to 
divide people according to occupation, 
it may be that the cosmos--'nature! if 
you like--does not endorse categories 
like soldiers, butchers, secretaries, 
clergymen; it may have categories of its 
own, like innovators, conservers, organ- 
izers, disrupters, reconcilers. Indeed 
it may have categories for which we 
humans do not have words yet!" (P, 13) 

Unfortunately, this analysis does 
not go far enough. There may indeed be 
categories recognized by the cosmos, but 
the cosmos does not interpret horoscopes 
for clients, That is done by human as- 
trologers, who must express themselves 
as best they can with their limited 
human categories, And no matter how much 
we experiment and alter our categories 
to fit what we think the cosmos is say- 
ing, the categories remain ours; we can 
never be certain that our way of divid- 
ing up our world corresponds to any 
cosmic design. 


[*1] For a different linguistic approach 
to astrology, see the article by 
Vincent Godbout in this issue. 
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Perhaps Mr. Elwell, at bottom, 
would not be worried by this objection. 
Humanity will always be composed of 
realists--who think their perceptions 
approximate the way the world is built-- 
and nominalists--who think everything is 
hypothesis. Mr, Elwell is obviously a 
realist. I only wish he would acknow- 
ledge relevant philosophical differences 
such as this one. It is true, as he 
writes, that astrologers are virtually 
unanimous in believing the universe to 
be a "seamless whole", But it is not the 
only possible way for an astrologer to 
think. A nominalist astrologer would 
argue that we see things behaving as if 
a certain unity permeated the world, and 
thus can form useful hypotheses, but 
would add that there are no guarantees-- 
not even against the world being chaos. 

The points raised here are meant to 
further Mr. Elwell's obvious design, 
which is indeed to help astrologers ask 
better questions about what they are 
doing. Every thinking practitioner or 
researcher ought to have this book. The 
non-thinking had better leave it alone.

SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


PART IL 


ALEXANDER MARR 


IN THE previous issue of this magazine 
the Dual Test was used to rectify Sir 
Winston Churchill's birth chart and 
prenatal epoch. The two charts obtained 
are shown opposite, A and B. This rec- 
tification now should be verified. For 
this the author uses what he calls the 
Universal Transit System. 

As the author has repeatedly stated 
in his writings, astrologers should use 
both forms of transits: the prenatal as 
well as the common ones. Astrologers who 
have investigated the matter during the 
past thirty-plus years are in agreement 
that prenatal transits have the same 
effect as common transits. They fill the 
gap that appears if use is made of only 
the common, post-natal transits. An 
excessive use of midpoints, or any of 
the other dubious factors that have been 
introduced into astrology in recent 
times, is no substitute for the prenatal 
transit. 

Let us analyze the death of Winston 
Churchill. This was an event that did 
not seem to be persuasively indicated by 
the Dual Test. 


TRANSITS: (Fig. la) 
Death occurred "shortly after 8 am" 


24th January 1965. 08:10 UT has been 
used. 


Chart A: 
WINSTON CHURCHILL 
01:13:25 ut (rectified) 
Monday, 30th November 1874 
51N47 1W21 


Chart B: 
CHURCHILL'S PRENATAL EPOCH 
23:05:25 ut (rectified)

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Transit Mars at 27°55! Virgo is conjunct 
natal Ascendant 27°01! Virgo; 

UR/NP = MAr r; SU/NP = IC r, 

The MC for London, approx. 7°44! Sag, is 
conjunct natal Sun, 7°42' Sag. The ASC, 
9°38! Aquarius, is conjunct natal Sat- 
urn, 9°36! Aquarius. 


So far phenomena like the two last 
are very rare, and the writer does not 
pay much attention to them, especially 
becuase they have not the slightest 
predictive value. Most interesting, and 
perhaps of some general significance, is 
the fact that these conjunctions of Sun 
on MC and Saturn on the ASC are exact 
within one minute of arc (48 in time) at 
a local sidereal time of 16523™3g5 for 
London, Churchill's most frequently used 
place of residence. 
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PRENATAL TRANSITS: 


The date and time of death is equivalent 
to 4th October 1784 at 18:16:50 UT. (rig 
1b) 

Moon conjunct natal IC (orb 8'); Pluto 
conjunct natal Saturn (18'); South Node 
(mean) conjunct natal Moon (1.5°). 

The true South Node is conjunct 
natal Moon exactly to a minute of arc. 
Whether this is coincidence or not, it 
does not alter the fact that in both 
Primary and Secondary directions only 
the mean Node is effective. 

Sun, Mercury, Mars and Neptune 
transit midpoints involving natal Mars. 
Saturn and Uranus are each in ecliptical 
and mundane conjunction with an angle, 
the MC and IC respectively, of the 
prenatal chart, 


The above demonstrates the effec- 
tiveness of prenatal transits, We have 
here an example of the fact that, when 
one is using a correctly rectified birth 
chart, conjunctions and oppositions 
involving the appropriate symbolism will 


frequently be found. However, transits 
by themselves, either post- or pre- 
natal, should not be the basis for a 
rectification. 

For those who are unfamiliar with 
the stereometrical procedures of primary 
directions or who do not have an ade- 
quate computer program, the author rec— 
ommends the following methods of rectif- 
ication: 

(a) Approximate confirmation of a 
birth time using the tools of the Uni- 
versal Transit System that is demonstra- 
ted below (Figs. 2a, 3b), and 

(b) A more refined confirmation of 
the birth time using the Conception 
Lunar (Asc-Lunar) illustrated below for 
Churchill's death. 


DEMI-LUNARS 


Fig 2a is for 6th January 1965 at 
22:33 UT. This demi-lunar covers both 
Churchill's final stroke, occurring 
sometime during the first ten days of 
January, and his death on the 24th. 
Uranus and Pluto are in the XIIth house, 
near the Ascendant; Mars rising. 

Fig 2b is the complementary pre- 
natal chart. It is calculated for 17:52 
UT on 23rd October 1784. Saturn and 
Pluto are positioned on either side of 
the MC. The Saturn opposition to Uranus 
is square natal Mars. Compare with Fig 
lb, the prenatal transits at the moment 
of death. 


LUNARS 


The Lunar return of 19:08 UT on 
19th January 1965, Fig 3a, covers the 
native's death. This chart may be some- 
what misleading as it tends to indicate 
the honors Churchill received in the 
days following his death, rather than 
the key event itself. This is not 


unusual as the common post-natal tran- 
sits and cycles do tend to reflect the 
events and psychological experiences 
that are caused by or are experienced 
together with other persons. This pheno- 
menon requires more investigation. 
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The complementary prenatal chart is 
shown at Fig 3b: 22:45 UT 9th October 
1784. Here Saturn and Pluto are again 
located on either side of an angle, the 
Descendant. There is also an incompat- 
ible grouping of bodies near the IC. 
Saturn is again opposing Uranus. 


With these Lunar returns and the 
Demi-Lunars, the first computed for the 
transiting Moon's conjunction with natal 
Moon and the second for the opposition, 
it is possible to confirm and to adjust 
birth times in an approximate manner. 
The Lunar returns for many events neces- 
sarily have to be analyzed before any 
adjustments can be made. For example, if 
one or more of the planets that are 
considered symbolically appropriate for 
a specific event are found close to the 
return's angles, the birth time can be 
adjusted to bring the angles closer to 
the planets concerned. As the distance 
of these planets from the angles will 
tend to vary, although only slightly, 
for different events and Lunar returns, 
an arithmetical mean of these distances 
should give the best result. Where the 
details of many events are available, 
this method will invariably confirm the 
time of birth. The method of searching 
for a true birth time using "radix- 
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delineation", the interpretation of so- 
called speculative horoscopes, has to be 
rejected, as the many inaccurate exam- 
ples published in the astrological jour- 
nals clearly show. 

The best recommendation and explan- 
ation for the above method is to be 
found in the writings of Cyril Fagan. 
This eminent astrologer, through his 
work with sidereal (precessed) Lunars, 
achieved great skill in defining the 
true symbolism of the planets. Fagan's 
Lunar return was this author's starting 
point for the development of additional 
Lunar return systems which are similarly 
characterized by their efficacy and ease 
of interpretation. 


CONCEPTION LUNARS 


Conception Lunars provide a method 
for the rectification or verification of 
a birth time. The Conception Lunar, or 
ASC-Lunar, is a cyclic chart based upon 
the ecliptic position of the Moon. As 
has been demonstrated in several past 
issues of Considerations, the Ascendant 
or Descendant of the birth chart is 
almost always identical with the Moon of 
the Conception horoscope, or pre-natal 
epoch. Lunar returns calculated for tne 
Moon's position in the Prenatal Epoch 
have been found to be effectively equiv- 
alent to the Lunar cycles that are 
derived from the birth chart. 

It is important to remember that, 
because of the inherent relationship 
between the natal Ascendant and the 
epoch Moon, any change in the position 
of the natal Ascendant will result in a 
comparable change in the position of the 
conception Moon. A change of just a few 
arc minutes in the longitude of the 
natal Ascendant can cause a major alter- 
ation in the structure of the Epoch 
chart and consequently in that of any 


Conception Lunars. The average propor— 
tion is 1-to-30. Change the position of 
the natal RAMC by four minutes (or 1° of 
arc) and the RAMC of any Conception 
Lunar will change by 30° or two hours. 
Such a change will obviously greatly 
alter the whole structure of the return. 
The Conception-Lunar may, therefore, be 
regarded as a magnifying glass; it is 
sensitive to very small changes in the 
position of the natal Ascendant. 

Conception Lunars for Churchill's 
death of 24th January 1965: 

(1) The Conception Lunar for 25th 
December 1964 covered his final stroke 
and the period of unconsciousness pre- 
ceding death. Fig 4a. Neptune conjunct 
MC, within 2°, is appropriate. 

(2) The Prenatal Conception Lunar, 
equivalent to the above, occurred at 
15:07 UT on 29th August 1783. Fig 4b. 
Here the grand cross of Saturn-Uranus 
(I-VIL) and Mars-Neptune (IX-III) is 
characteristic for the event. This chart 
is not too persuasive as these planets 
should be closer to the angles. 

(3) Conception Demi-Lunar for 03:51 
UT on 9th January 1965. Fig 5a. This 
chart has to be considered the most 
significant one. Mars, Uranus and Pluto 
are close to the MC. Uranus is within a 
few minutes of arc, in both the mundane 
and the ecliptic sense. Opposed to this 
configuration, Saturn and the Moon are 
located on either side of and equidis- 
tant from the IC. Neptune is rising. 

(4) Fig 5b is the prenatal equiva- 
lent of Fig 5a, calculated for 02:38 UT 
on 15th August 1783. Here the ecliptical 
grand cross of Mars (MC), Neptune (IC), 
Uranus (XII) and Saturn (VI) is of main 
significance. Neptune (IC) and Pluto 
(DSC) are in mundane square (Paran), 
both within 5° of the angles. The MC is 
the midpoint of Moon and Mars, both of 
which are closely angular. 
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(5) The Prenatal Conception Lunar 
equivalent of 21st January 1965 occurred 
at 09:24 UT on 2nd August 1783. Fig 6. 
There is a grand cross of Mars, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune, effective in both 
eclipto and mundane (paran), close to 
the four angles. Moon and Venus are 
rising. 

(6) The Prenatal Demi-Secondary 
Lunar equivalent to 14th January 1965 
occurred at 11:19 UT on 13th October 
1784. Fig 7. Five bodies, Sun, Moon, 
Mercury, Mars and Neptune, are near the 
MC. 


(7) The prenatal prime Lunar of 
22:54 on 30th October 1784, not repro- 
duced, had IC 25° Libra, Neptune 13° 
Libra, Mercury 20° Libra, Mars 28° Libra 
and Sun 8° Scorpio. 
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The closer they are to the event 
being analyzed, the more significant 
these different types of Lunar return 
usually are. This is so for Churchill. 
This rule particularly applies to the 
Demi-Lunar returns which should only be 
used for an event if the full Lunar 
occurs more than fourteen days away from 
that event. 

The Lunar returns based on the 
natal and conception (epoch) Moons have 
a narrow focus that is limited to a only 
a few days. They are, therefore, very 
useful tools for narrowing down the 
maturing of an event, the main indica- 
tion for which was previously obtained 
by Primary directions. The writer calls 
this "the overlap method.” An event is 
most likely to occur in that time period 
that is covered by all the relevant 
cyclic charts whixch show the event. 
This means that there is an overlapping 
period that is covered by all the charts 
of the radix analyzed. Needless to say, 
the same considerations and techniques 
can also be applied for prediction. 

These Conception Lunars and the 
Primary Lunars provide tight confirm- 
ation of the rectified natal time of 
birth and of the prenatal epoch. The 
astrologer should, however, always ana- 
lyze a number of events before being 
persuaded that the assumed rectification 
is correct. 

Details of the methods used here 
are covered more fully in my three 
books: the computation and interpreta- 
tion of precessed Lunars in "Prediction 
(1) using Common and Prenatal Cycles", 
the rectification of the birth chart in 
"Prediction II", and the Dual Test and 
the Conception Lunar in "Prediction III" 
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A TECHNICAL NOTE 


CONSIDERATIONS follows standard astrological 
and astronomical conventions as much as pos- 
sible. Degrees of the Zodiac (ecliptic) are 
indicated either by the ° and' symbols mean- 
ing degrees and minutes (and occasionally by 
" meaning seconds) or else by a sign symbol 
or abbreviation inserted between the degree 
and minutes parts. Thus 265°16' of Longitude 
is the same as 25°16! of Sagittarius or 
25 16 or 25SG16. 

The following two-letter abbreviations 
for the planets, signs, etc. are frequently 
used:

Time is stated in hours and minutes(and 
sometimes seconds) separated by colons using 
the 24-hour clock. Thus 02:07:48 means 2 
hours, 7 minutes and 48 seconds after mid- 
night. Civil Time is usually stated as UT 
(Universal Time) or ET (Ephemeris Time) since 
this saves the reader from uncertainty about 
precisely what clockrules are being follow- 
ed, UT may be converted to Eastern Standard 
Time (EST) by subtracting five hours, ET is 
approximately equivalent to UT. A good ex- 
planation of the difference between UT and ET 
is found in the appendix "How to Cast a Natal 
Horoscope" by Robert Hand and Joshua Brack- 
ett, in The American Ephemeris 1931 to 1980. 


Hours are given in the 24-hour dial to 
avoid errors with "a.m." and "p.m."; 17:00, 
not 5.00p.m. 

Decimal points always separate whole 
numbers from decimal parts. Colonsare used 
to separate whole numbers from sixtieths. 
Thus 2:07.8 means 2 hours, 7 minutes and 
eight-tenths of a minute, which is equivalent 
to2:07:48. 

When the decimal point is used together 
withdegree, arc minute and arc second sym- 
bols, the decimal point follows the symbol of 
the last whole unit. Thus 23.41 degrees can 
be written 239.41 or 23°24!.6 or 23°24!36", 

Local sidereal time (ST) is expressed in 
hours. The right ascension of the local 
meridian (RAMC) is expressed in angular 
measure, The former is equal to the latter 
divided by 15, Hence ST 7:51 is the same as 
RAMC 117%45', 

Zodiacal positions may be assumed to be 
tropical unless stated otherwise. Sidereal 
horoscopes usually require that an ayanamsha 
be stated. 
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
